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Hydro fears gas sale may sacrifice Island

The Tale of a natural gas 
line to Vancouver Island 
could depend on the outcome 
of a National Energy Board 
hearing to be held in Calgary 
Monday. (See also Page 46) 
And the two major parties 
involved in that hearing ap¬ 
pear to be at odds on what the 
NEB decision should be. 

At issue on Monday will be 
an application from West- 
coast Transmission to ex¬ 
port an extra BO million cubic 
feet of natural gas a day 


from B.C. to the United 
States. 

The government through. 
Mines, Energy and Petro¬ 
leum Resources Minister 
James Hewitt, has already 
given its blessing to the ex¬ 
port licence which would see 
El Paso Natural Gas of the 
U.S. paying between $75 mil¬ 
lion and $90 million a year 
into provincial coffers. 

Hydro has already pro¬ 
tested against the issuance 
of the export licence until 
natural gas reserves can be 
guaranteed in such quantity 


that the needs of British Co¬ 
lumbians. particularly Van¬ 
couver Islanders, are as¬ 
sured. 

Two weeks ago when the 
Westcoast application was 
first heard in Ottawa the 
B.C. Petroleum Corporation, 
the crown agency respon¬ 
sible for natural gas sales, 
announced that it could meet 
Westcoast requirements. 
And Hewitt, in Victoria, an 
nounced the sale as a fait 
accompli. 

But at the hearing in Ot¬ 
tawa, Hydro appeared as an 


intervener with what had the 
appearance of a series of 
hard demands that B.C. con¬ 
sumers be given solid guar¬ 
antees of supply before the 
export licence was ap¬ 
proved. 

At that hearing Hydro 
stated categorically that the 
export licence should only be 
granted when there was a 
guaranteed surplus of natu¬ 
ral gas in B.C. At that time, 
Hydro said, the surplus 
could be exported without 
fear of deprivation to pres¬ 


ent and potential natural gas 
users in the province. 

It also warned that should 
the export licence be granted 
without the guarantee of 
supply for Vancouver Is¬ 
land, the option of a natural 
gas line to the Island “would 
be foreclosed.” 

With the government 
backing the export sales for 
the $75-$90 million revenue, 
and Hydro apparently trying 
to protect supplies for the 
future, there were, two day^ 
of confusion during and fol¬ 
lowing the Ottawa hearing 


while the two agencies got 
their act together. 

When that was accom¬ 
plished, Hewitt announced 
that in reality the govern¬ 
ment and Hydro were on the 
same track and that reports 
of differences between the 
two "were more perceived 
by the media than real.” 

Thursday he still insisted 
that the lines of communica¬ 
tion between his staff and 
Hydro were excellent and 
that the crown corporation 
and the government were on 
the same track. 


Asked if Hydro would be 
appearing in Calgary as in¬ 
terveners, as they did in Ot¬ 
tawa, Hewitt said “Hydro 
will be there to express in 
some detail their concerns, 
and our concerns. We are 
both concerned with the 
same problem.” 

Basically, he said, the gov¬ 
ernment finds itself able to 
support the Westcoast appli¬ 
cation "if the supplies of gas 
are there, and that is what 
Hydro is also saying.” 

But as far back as June 6 
when Hydro filed its notice 


of intent to intervene in the 
Ottawa hearings the power 
corporation appeared to be 
establishing a hard line, with 
a natural gas pipeline to 
Vancouver Island the key to 
its arguments. 

After listing details of its 
supply system on the Lower 
Mainland, the letter to the 
NEB noted that Hydro also 
served “some 5,000 gas cus¬ 
tomers in Victoria who cur¬ 
rently consume some 3,630.- 
000 therms of butane-air gas

GENEVA — The Canadian delegation to the 
United Nations conference on the Southeast Asian 
refugee crisis prepared Thursday to join other coun¬ 
tries planning to condemn Vietnam because they say 
it is purposely expelling thousands of citizens. 

External Affairs Minister Flora MacDonald will 
stress that Vietnam should be denounced during the 
public part of the conference today and Saturday 
despite UN appeals that participants avoid political 
confrontations, officials said. 

She was host at a dinner Thursday for representa¬ 
tives of 16 other countries, including the United States 
and Great Britain, said by Canadian officials to have 
hill during the London Hunt Club Seniors tournament a common approach. 

in London, Ontario. Temperatures didn’t set a course “There comes a point when blame has to be laid 
record but were in the high 20s. at Vietnam’s feet,” said one. 

The representatives were 
to discuss methods of pres¬ 
suring Vietnam to stop the 
exodus, including a halt of 
aid for post-war reconstruc¬ 
tion. 

If all non-communist 
countries threaten to hall 
aid, Vietnam would have to 
rely solely on the Soviet 
Union. Canadian officials 
said. 

Vietnam, meanwhile, den¬ 
ounced what it called an 
international campaign of 
“lies and calumnies” and 
w arned that it would not sit 
still for cross-examination. 

"It is urgent to adopt hu¬ 
manitarian measures right 
away for the refugees," said 
Deputy Foreign Minister 
Phan Hien. "If there are 
some who wish to divert this 
discussion to the political 
scene, we will not accept the 
disapproval of other coun¬ 
tries. We did not come here 
for diatribes.” 

China and Britain, among 
others, have indicated they 
feel the conference must 
take up the root causes of the 
exodus from Vietnam, which 
some U.S. officials said is 
continuing at about 65,000 for 
the second straight month. 

“There can be nothing 
more humanitarian than 
looking at the causes as well 
as the symptoms of the refu¬ 
gee problem, especially 
given that the problem could 
get worse,” said one West¬ 
ern diplomat who asked not 
to be identified by name. 

Waldheim called the con 
ference at the suggestion of 
British Prime Minister Mar¬ 
garet Thatcher.

WASHINGTON (AP) — President Carter, unex 
pectedly appearing at the White House fence to greet 
a protest march Thursday night, said he would order 
U.S. Navy planes and ships to be used to aid the Viet¬ 
namese “boat people." 

Carter, climbing up on the mansion's iron fence 
to address the demonstrators, said that the U.S was 
going to do "all we can to save the boat people.” 

"The kind of concern that you have, I think, 
represents what our nation ought to be." Carter told 
the crowd of 100. 

The demonstators, seeking more aid for the refu¬ 
gees, had marched to the White House after hearing 
a concert by singer Joan Baez at the Lincoln Memo¬ 
rial. 

"Your spirit of caring for other people is exactly 
what we need all over this nation." he said.

Pickup competent, say peers; 
Indians outraged

A decision by the B.C. Col¬ 
lege of Physicians and Sur¬ 
geons not to suspend the 
licence of an Alert Bay doc¬ 
tor found negligent by a 
coroner's jury in the Jan. 22 
death of an 11-year-old In¬ 
dian girl, has been branded 
an outrage by the Nimpkish 
Band council. 

The college's executive 
committee found Dr. Jack 
Pickup is competent and de¬ 
monstrated not only a satis¬ 
factory background of 
knowledge but more than 


adequate skills in diagnosis 
and management, college 
deputy registrar Dr. Craig 
Arnold told the Colonist in an 
interview Thursday. 

The jury ruled last month 
that Renee Smith died of 
severe general peritonitis, 
ruptured appendix and acute 
gangrenous appendicitis due 
to failure on Pickup's part to 
apply adequate medical care 
and procedures « 


“The college's decision is 
an outrage," said Nimpkish 
band spokesman Dara Cul- 
hane. 

"In light of evidence pre¬ 
sented by the band (to the 
college), as Well as evidence 
presented at the inquest, the 
fact that the college finds 
Pickup competent means the 
eollege condones and ac¬ 
cepts a substandard level of 
competency from all doctors 


for ail residents of B.C. 

"If this is.so, it would seem 
consideration should be 
given to an out-of-province 
evaluation of the college 
setup for the protection of all 
B.C. residents," Culhane 
said 

“If, as the college be¬ 
lieves, Pickup possesses 
adequate skills in diagnosis 
and management, the ques¬ 
tion begging an answer is 


why did Renee die," she 
said.

Harry Rankin pulled no 
punches in describing the 
college’s finding as "the 
most colossal whitewash job 
I’ve ever seen."

The college's decision 
would result in greater 
pressure being exerted for a 
full-scale public inquiry into 
health care at Alert Bay, he 
predicted. 

•We have to have an in¬ 
quiry and get another doctor 
up there," Rankin said. 

He said he had received no 
response to a request made 
several weeks ago to Health 
Minister Robert McClelland 
for a public inquiry, "but I'll 
keep pushing until I get 
one." 


Indian public health nurse 
Vera Robinson said the an¬ 
nouncement left her 
aghast. 

"As a professional, as a 
registered nurse. I'm aghast 
that the level of care he 
(Pickup) exhibited in the 
treatment of Renee is ac¬ 
cepted by the college. 

"This means bodies can be 
buried without a signed 
death certificate, doctors 


can be drunk at the bedside 
of a patient, drugs can be 
prescribed that are not suit¬ 
able. and nurses can go un¬ 
disciplined. 

"It means that everything 
that was brought out at the 


inquest that reflected inade¬ 
quate patient care is con¬ 
sidered acceptable by the 
college. 

"And what Is even worse, 
it means Pickup is no worse 
than a lot of other B.C. doc¬ 
tors . . and this really 

scares the pants off me." 

The band council met in 
emergency session for three 
hours Thursday afternoon to 
consider the college an¬ 
nouncement. 

Telegrams have been sent 
to Ottawa demanding an im¬ 
mediate meeting with 
Health and Welfare Minister 
David Crombic and Indian 
Affairs Minister Jake Epp, 
to discuss health care prob¬ 


lems in the village of 1,800. 

The band said in a state¬ 
ment it wanted to know why 
documents concerning 17 
cases presented to the col¬ 
lege by the health nurse had 
not been dealt with by the 
committee in its review of 
Pickup's competency. 

They were all complaints 
received by the band from 
people who had been treated 
by Pickup. 

College registrar Dr. J.A. 
Hutchison said certain spe¬ 
cific recommendations were 
made to Pickup, the lone 
doctor at Alert Bay on Cor¬ 
morant Island, off the north¬ 
east coast of Vancouver Is¬ 
land.

One recommendation re¬ 
lated to the fact that Alert 
Bay is no longer isolated and 
it is easier to send critically- 
ill patients out to other hospi¬ 
tals, he said. 

The other recommenda¬ 
tion made to Pickup was per¬ 
sonal. he said. 

There was evidence at the 
inquest last month that Pick¬ 
up has a drinking problem, 
but Hutchison said a provin¬ 
cial joint hospitals advisory 
committee found no evi¬ 
dence that Pickup was ever 
impaired by alcohol while 
practising at St. George's. 

The joint committee re¬ 
port, released earlier this 
week, said native Indians at 
Alert Bay should have more 
input into health care there. 

However, it recommended 
against holding a public in¬ 


quiry as called for by the 
band and district councilTol- 
lowing the girl's death. 

Hutchison said the com¬ 
mittee examined Pickup In 
respect to his competency 
and to ensure he was bring¬ 
ing adequate skill and know l¬ 
edge to his practice. 

The action of the college 
resulted from a number of 
complaints received by the 
college regarding Pickup's 
services beginning this Feb¬ 
ruary. 

There was no record of any 
complaints againt Pickup 
prior to the Renee Smith 
case, Hutchison said. 

The report of the commit¬ 
tee that examined Pickup 
stated categorically that he 
is indeed competent, the reg¬ 
istrar said. 

"Although the college has 


no authority to direct physic¬ 
ians, there will be a continu¬ 
ing effort to find another 
doctor for this area to pro¬ 
vide relief. . . and so that a 
choice of physicians is avail¬ 
able," Hutchison added. 

"They would hope that 
their action (in making 
recommendations) will help 
this community to recover 
from the tribulations that 
have beset it in recent 
months, and that with this 
assurance of competence on 
Dr Pickup's part and the 
alternative of seeking medi¬ 
cal advice from another 
physician, their anxiety will 
be resolved," he said. 

•‘After careful consider¬ 
ation the executive commit¬ 
tee does not feel it necessary 
to suspend the doctor’s li¬ 
cence." he said.

Hydro forward¬ 
ed to the NEB several pages 
of prepared testimony in 
which it expanded on its con¬ 
cerns and left no doubt that it 
was seriously concerned 
with the Westcoast applica¬ 
tion because "it affects both 
our long-term supply and its 
price." 


Hydro warned that in 10 
years time capital costs re 
quired for the looping and 
maintenance of the West- 
coast line may have to be 


The prepared testimony 
went on to say. in answer to a 
question as to how West- 
coast's application affected 
long-term supply: 'B.C. 
Hydro's gas demand peaks 
in the winter and it is there¬ 
fore vital to us that our win¬ 
ter peak-day firm demand 
can be supplied. Our position 
is that only gas which is 
surplus to reasonably fore¬ 


seeable domestic require¬ 
ments on that peak day, as 
well as on an annual basis, 
constitutes surplus delivers- 
bility and is therefore sur¬ 
plus to Canadian require¬ 
ments." 

In other words. Hydro told 
the NEB that it was by no 
means sure that gas re¬ 
serves and gas surpluses 
claimed were as firm as 
Westcoast and B.C. Petro¬ 
leum Corporation indicate. 

Asked if it was discounting 
the possibility of new gas 
discoveries in Westcoast's 
supply area. Hydro answer¬ 
ed with a firm “no.” 

But officials added quick¬ 
ly: "Surely the time to recog¬ 
nize any major new disco¬ 
veries is after they have 
occurred. At such time new 
applications could be made 
to export any neWlv dis¬ 
covered surplus." 

Basically Hydro was say¬ 


ing: when we have a surplus, 
let s export the surplus. But 
until we know for sure, let's 
hold the gas for B.C. con¬ 
sumption. 

Hydro told the NEB that it 
was imperative that enough 
natural gas be kept on hand 
to supply expanding B.C. 
markets and said that any 
exports beyond peak day de- 
iiverability would seriously 
hurt growth in the B.C. do¬ 
mestic market “with obvi¬ 
ous deleterious effects on the 
economy of our service area. 
Builders of new homes would 
be forced to choose more 
expensive forms of heat and 


industrial expansion could 
be curtailed." 

Hewitt insisted that 
Hydro's view on reserves 
and the need to provide for 
B.C.’s needs first are consis¬ 
tent with the goverment's 
views, although a few day 
after those statements were 
made he was announcing 
support for the sale of gas to 
El Paso.

"Instead of firing Joe Ca¬ 
lifano. Carter should have 
made him chief of staff in 
(he White House," said Rep¬ 
resentative John LaFalee of 
New York.

Troop talks 
deadlocked

VIENNA, Austria — The 18th round of East-West talks 
on reduction of military forces in Central Europe ended in 
deadlock Thursday, with each side accusing the other of 
blocking progress. 

Known as Mutual and Balanced Force Reductions. 
Ihc talks have been going on in Geneva since October 
1973. but to little avail. 

When U.S. President Carter and Soviet President Leon¬ 
id Brezhnev came here a month ago to sign the new strategic 
arms limitation treaty, they issued a communique ex¬ 
pressing mutual belief that success of the S.A.L.T. II nego¬ 
tiations would spur progress on the MBFR talks. 

There were modest hopes on the American side that 
the Russians might make some move before this round 
ended that would improve the atmosphere of detente 
between the two nations and might even help win ratifica¬ 
tion of the S.A.L.T. agreement by the U.S. Senate. 

But nothing happened. And, if anything, the Soviets 
seem to be more intransigent. Holding up everything 
is a disagreement on the size of existing Warsaw Pact 
forces on the central front in Europe. 

The Warsaw Pact nations do not quarrel with the 
NATO figure for its own forces of about 980,000 men 
under arms in all services on the central front in Europe. 
The Soviet Union and its allies admit to a total of 
1,005,000. But NATO insists that the real figure is higher 
by 150.000 ground troops and another 30,000 in the air 
forces, for a total of about 1,185,000. 

The NATO powers are insisting that there must be 
agreement on these figures before there can be agree¬ 
ment on reductions—and they have been reinforced in 
this determination by the new S.A.L.T. II treaty.

SOMOZA TO TAKE 
3-MONTH TRIP 

MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (UPI) — Ousted Nicaraguan 
President AnastaSio Somoza said Thursday he planned to 
leave his exile hideway for a three-month trip so he would 
not be caught up in political turmoil in his homeland 
again. 

He said he objected to the role the United States "in¬ 
sisted'' he play in urging interim President Francisco 
Urcuyo Malianos to transfer power to the Sandanista 
junta. 

Somoza said he would be leaving his Sunset Island 
mansion later this week on a trip to an undisclosed loca¬ 
tion so he would not have to "suffer the duress” of being 
in “the middle of their negotiations." 

The ex-president said Urcuyo "committed a tremen¬ 
dous political mistake’’ when he said he would serve 
out the final two years of Somoza’s term. Somoza de¬ 
nied he had any part in Urcuyo’s decision. 

"Then came the telephone call from Mr. (U.S. Deputy 
Secretary of State Warren) Christopher making me re¬ 
sponsible for an act, which I had no control of."

Woman to hold reins 
in Portugal regime 


LISBON (AP) — Portugal’s president 
asked 49-year-old Maria de Lourdes Pin- 
tassilgo on Thursday to form a government 
and become Portugal's first woman prime 
minister. 

The announcement, read by an aide to 
President Antonio Ramalho Eanes, came 
after six weeks of political manoeuvring to 
replace a caretaker government and pre¬ 
pare the way. for autumn elections. 

Pintassilgo, Portugal's ambassador to 
the United Nations Educational. Scien¬ 
tific and Cultural Organization based in 


Paris, made known the appointment be¬ 
fore to the official announcement. “It’s not 
for me to announce," she said as she 
emerged from the the president’s office 
Thursday. "However, the offer was made 
and I accepted." 

Her views are close to those of the 
moderate Socialist party, although she is 
not a member of any party. The Socialists, 
along with the Communists, welcomed her 
appointment as prime minister-designate. 
If the two parties support her, she would 
have a majority in Parliament.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
The State Department said 
Thursday it has issued a 
warning to crews of oil tank¬ 
ers and other ships to be 
alert for a terrorist attempt 
to seize or sink one of the 
ships in the Persian Gulf 
next week. 

The warning, issued by the 
State Department’s office of 
Maritime Affairs and the 
Defense Mapping Agency, 
cautioned crews to watch out 
for terrorists on July 23. 

The warning said the 
Straits of Hormuz, a narrow 
passage at the mouth of the 
Persian Gulf, was a likely 
spot for the attack. Nearly 
half of the western world’s 
oil imports pass through the 
straits. 

A State Department 
spokesman, Hodding Carter 
III. refused to discuss what 
information had prompted 
the warning to shippers. 

July 23 is the anniversary 
of the Egyptian revolution 
that overthrew the mon¬ 
archy in 1952. 

Carter said the informa¬ 
tion “was drawn from vari¬ 
ous sources and we believe 
that the possibility of a hi¬ 
jacking is high around that 
time."

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An elegy 
on a village green 

ONCE UPON A TIME in a faraway green and 
pleasant land called England there was a game 
known as cricket. It had been played for 
nigh on seven hundred years, by nobleman and 
peasant alike. 

Eventually, cricket spread around the 
globe and was played and watched by millions 
from California to Calcutta. But England re¬ 
mained its shrine, and to people in other lands 
cricket was identified as one of those peculiarly 
English traditions, including crumpets and tea, 
saucy postcards from Blackpool and an eve¬ 
ning at the pub. 

The object and nature of this game are 
much too complex to explain here. Its lexi¬ 
con is full of incomprehensible terms like siily 
mid-off, square leg, googly and maiden over. 

The point Is, cricket is more than a mere - 
game. To its adherents it's a solemn ritual, an 
almost mystical experience. 

But more than anything else cricket, with 
its gentlemanly code of manners, has come to 
symbolize the uniquely English pride in fair 
play, decency and sportsmanship. Hence, of 
course, the expression “it simply isn't cricket" 
to describe anything underhanded, unsporting 
or downright sneaky. 

Imagine, then, the recent outrage of crick¬ 
et lovers everywhere at what one county side 
did to another. To ensure passage into the next 
round'of a league competition, Somerset put 
the knife into Worcestershire by exploiting a 
technicality in the rules concerning over-all 
scoring rates. 

The Somerset players came out to bat and, 
after facing only six balls and scoring one run, 
closed their innings. Worcestershire, still in a 
state of shock, went in to bat, scored two runs 
and the game was over 15 minutes after it had 
started. 

Spectators who had paid admission expect¬ 
ing to enjoy a full day’s cricket weren't 
offered a word of apology by the Somerset cads 
and rotters. Everyone agreed it was a jolly poor 
show. 

And that's the sad story of the decline and 
fall of English cricket. The game was played 
again in that country, but somehow it was 
never quite the same. Two minutes’ silence, 
please, to honor the dead 

Richly deserving 

SO THE RIGHT HONORABLE the Prime 
Minister of Canada is going to visit a few 
African countries on his way to and from 
the Commonwealth meeting in Lusaka. Ac¬ 
cording to Ottawa reports he will not only 
make the most of the opportunity to look 
around Zambia before, after and durtng the 
conference but also take in Cameroon, Kenya 
and Tanzania. 

It has also been bruited about that he will 
be accorded a hero’s welcome by all of them. 
And well he should — and so should any other 
Canadian taxpayer who might visit them: After 
all, all four of them have been the beneficiaries 
of considerable Canadian generosity during the 
past decade. 

From 1969 to 1977, for instance, Canada 
made outright gifts, or low or no interest loans 
(the majority now written off) to these coun¬ 
tries totalling close to $250,000,000. 

Up to the end of 1977 Cameroon received 
close to $43,000,000, Zambia, $30,570,000; Kenya, 
$37,360,000 and Tanzania, $114,650,000. Other 
grants, gifts and loans have been made since 
then, but details figures are not available. 

So, happy safari, Joe. But do try to keep the 
costs down. 


Where your permit keeps you out of jail 




JOHANNESBURG, South Africa — 
A gray truck with wire grtllwork over 
its windows stopped at a comer in 
suburban Rosebank and four uni¬ 
formed policemen got out. Dispersing 
into side streets, they began stopping 
blacks and asking to see their dompas, 
the documents that permit them to be 
in a white area. 

Such challenges can occur any¬ 
where, at any time, and can be con 
ducted by the lowest-ranking official 
of the white minority government. 

The book identifies the bearer by 
name and tribe. It indicates whether 
he or she was married in a church or 
by “native custom." It lists tax pay¬ 
ments and employers, and carries the 
employer's signature. Black and blue 
in color, the size and shape of a check 
book, it controls a black person's life 
from age 16 until death. 

When challenged, a black person 
must have his “book of life" with him. 
and it must be in order, or he will go to 
jail. 

The challenge is one of many uncer- 
laintlcs of daily life for black people in 
South Africa Pass raids have in 
creased, and have been extended to 
places where blacks work and even to 
Soweto, the huge black township out¬ 
side Johannesburg. 

Government officials acknowledge 
that their aim is to enforce the "influx 
control" laws and others that deter 
mine where a black may live and

work, even what sort of work he may 
do. The raids are designed to return to 
Iheir tribal homelands the unem. 
ployed, the illegally employed, the 
squatters. 

Recent raids have resulted in, 
among other things, the following: 

—A black woman was told that she 
must marry if she wanted to go on 
living in her dead husband's house. 

—A domestic servant woman was 
charged with having a man in her 
room without her employer's per¬ 
mission. The man was her husband but 
the law required that he sleep in sepa 
rate quarters. 

—A laborer was fined $57 for "ille¬ 
gally harboring" his wife, who had 
brought their ailing child to town from 
the black homeland state of Transkei, 
seeking medical treatment. 

-White diners were interrupted 

for an hour while influx control in¬ 
spectors questioned black waiters at 
a restaurant. 

—The manager of a clothing store 
had to get police permission for black 
t-ustomers to line up outside his store 
overnight so they could be on hand for 
a sale the next day. Otherwise, they 
would have been arrested for vio¬ 
lating the 11 p.m. curfew. 

These are isolated incidents. Still, a 
lough pass enforcement campaign in 
Soweto, where nationwide black riot-

book. The 
Fear Brokers. So far as this 
observer is aware, it is the 
first time (he tactics of the 
New Right — fear, hatred, 
intimidation — have been 
analyzed in detail by one 
with good reason to know 
what the richly-financed as¬ 
sault can mean. 

McIntyre, a Democrat, 
was defeated for re-election 
to a third term in the Senate 
by the bludgeoning attacks 
of ultra-rightists in his own 
state of New Hampshire. 
The attack was led by Gov. 
Meldrim Thompson — who, 
ironically enough, was de¬ 
feated in the same election 
— and by William Loeb, pub¬ 
lisher of The Manchester 
Union Leader, the only 
paper with a statewide cir¬ 
culation. They zeroed in on 
him for his vote in favor of 
the Panama Canal treaties. 

In a larger context, McIn¬ 
tyre sees the New Right as a 
fundamental distortion of 
the ethics of fair play that 
have prevailed under the 
two-party system. Demo¬ 
crats and Republicans are 
targeted for extinction if 
they vote against any of the 
issues on the high-priority 
list of the ultra-right Fore¬ 
most in 1978 were the Pana¬ 
ma Canal treaties, and when 
McIntyre voted for ratifica¬ 
tion the full blast was turned 
on. 

He suggests, and I believe 
rightly, that this same blud¬ 
geon will be applied in the 
far more important and dif- 
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ficult issue of the SALT II 
treaty. After, intensive ef¬ 
forts hy the administration, 
the Panama Canal treaties 
were ratified by, a single vote 
over the required two-thirds 
majority in the Senate. By 
present count, SALT is un¬ 
likely to be that fortunate. 

McIntyre lists the 12 ex¬ 
treme-right organizations 
that united, together with the 
Young Republicans, in the 
Committee to Save the Pan¬ 
ama Canal. They drew not a 
little of their financial main¬ 
stay from the work of Ri¬ 
chard Viguerie, a master of 
the computer-telephone 
bank-television technique to 
bring out conservative 
money on a nationwide 
basis. He quotes Viguerie: 

"We are going to look very 
carefully at the votes when 
all this is over and do an 
awful lot of punishing next 
election. We're going to op¬ 
pose people in the primaries, 
Republican or Democrat, if 
they come down on the 
wrong Side of this issue. 
We’re going to oppose ’em in 
the general election, and in 
some cases we're maybe 
going to run third-party can¬ 
didates." 

One of the Republicans 
they knocked off in the 1978 
primary was Sen. Clifford 
Case of New Jersey, who 
was the ranking Republican 
on the Foreign Affairs Com¬ 
mittee. They were success¬ 
ful, probably beyond their 
most ambitious dreams, in 
eliminating such moderate- 
to-liberal senators as Dick 
Clark of Iowa. 

The qltras and the single¬ 
issue specialists have a hit 
list of 12 senators they intend 
to defeat in 1980. One is Sen. 
Mark Hatfield. R-Ore. In a 
foreward to The Fear Bro¬ 
kers, Hatfield writes:

To be caught without the pass book 
means almost certain arrest. Lack of 
a current employer's signature is also 
cause for arrest. Being caught in an 
unauthorized area is cause for arrest, 
as is being caught overstaying a visit 
in an authorized area, a frequent of- 


fense for men who visit wives em¬ 
ployed as domestic servants. 

The pass law system forces many 
black families to live apart. The man 
may have permission to work in a 
white urban area, perhaps living with 
hundreds of other men in a crowded 
dormitory-style hostel, but his wife 
and children have to remain in their 
rural tribal area far away. 

Violating the pass laws is likely to 
mean time in jail. Unless the white 
employer makes the effort to locate 
his missing black employee, and pays 
the "admission of guilt" fine, the pass 
violator may languish in jail for sev¬ 
eral days before appearing in court. 

On an average weekday 100 blacks 
appear before a white commissioner 
for pass law violations. Most hear¬ 
ings last only three or four minutes. 

On a recent day in one such court, 
the judge almost invariably intoned 
the sentence. "Twelve rand or 24 
days.” 

Twelve rand, about $15. represents 
about a week's pay for the black occa 
sional laborer, a category that in¬ 
cludes most of those who appear in 
court because they cannot find perma¬ 
nent work. 

Few of those sentenced can pay. 
Some do not wish lo pay. for in jail 
there is shelter and food. Thus, on any 
given day. South African jails contain 
roughly 100,000 prisoners serving 
short-term sentences.

our production of nuclear 
arms, to be against any 
SALT agreement, to oppose 
the Equal Rights Amend¬ 
ment and so forth. To take a 
different side on any of these 
issues means that you are 
unpatriotic, that you are a 
disloyal citizen. Historic¬ 
ally, the more such a version 
of national righteousness 
gains political power, the 
greater is the extent of politi¬ 
cal repression that inevit¬ 
ably follows." 

McIntyre quotes from 
some of the violent letters he 
received during the Pana¬ 
ma Canal debate. They show 
a strong bias against blacks. 
Jews and Catholics. McIn¬ 
tyre is himself a Catholic. 

He describes in detail the 
way in which Thompson and 
I.oeb combined to destroy 
him. This had gone on not 
just over the Panama Canal, 
but almost from the start of 
his political career. McIn¬ 
tyre was defeated by Gordon 
Humphrey, who got 51 per 
cent of the vote in the gen¬ 
eral election to McIntyre's 
49. Humphrey was an airline 
pilot who had never before 
held public office. 

One of the distortions of 
the presidential process is 
the weight given to New 
Hampshire by reason of the 
fact that the state has the 
first presidential primary. 
That date in February has 
been carefully preserved by 
the legislature to gain na¬ 
tional prestige and. inciden 
tally, to benefit the motel 
and restaurant owners as 
candidates and reporters 
move in. The trek has al¬ 
ready begun, with Republi¬ 
can hopefuls making as 
many as six and seven 
forays into the state nearly 
two years before the pri¬ 
mary.. 

But the lesson in The Fear 
Brokers is more ominous — 
the peri! of fear, intimida¬ 
tion and hatred.

OTTAWA - While the 
seminar the Konrad Aden¬ 
auer Foundation held last 
month In 
Bonn and 
Mainz for a 
group of 12 
Canadian 
parliamen¬ 
tarians, aca¬ 
demics and 
journalists 
covered a 
wide range 
of political 
and e c o - 
nomic issues, its emphasis, 
was on German federalism. 
We found that in essence 
West Germany shares the 
main features and problems 
of our federal structure. But 
there are some notable dif 
ferenees worth looking at as 
we contemplate constitu¬ 
tional and structural adjust¬ 
ments at home. Shaped into 
its present form only 30 
years ago (albeit on an his¬ 
torical foundation) the Ger¬ 
man federal model offers 
some of the updates and ad¬ 
justments we might be seek¬ 
ing 

One interesting difference 
is in election procedure. The 
Bundestag(the equivalent of 
our House of Commons) is 
elected by a system of "per¬ 
sonalized proportional rep¬ 
resentation." This is an in¬ 
novative blend of the direct 
constituency contest we use 
and proportional party rep¬ 
resentation. In practice it 
means that half of Bundes 
tag's 496 members are elect¬ 
ed the same way our MPs 
are elected while the other 
half are chosen from lists 
prepared by political par 
ties. The number of seats 
each party gets this way de 
pends on its percentage of 
the total vote across the 
country. 

This mix of the two sys¬ 
tems, which assures both 
direct constituency repre 
sentation and fair reflec¬ 
tion of the national strength 
of the poltical parties, is ac¬ 
complished by every votei 
casting two votes: one for a 
local candidate and one for a 
party. To prevent prolifera 
tion of meaningless fringe 
groups, a political party 
must — apart form sub 
scribing to democratic prin 
eiples — attract at least 5 per 
cent of the total votes cast to 
be represented in the Bun 
destag. 

Another interesting differ 
ence is In the composition 
and function of the Bun 
desrat — the upper house 
Like our Senate, the Bun 
desrat (or Federal Council) 
is not directly elected. Bui 
unlike our Senators, its 
members are not appointed 
by the federal government, 
but represent the Laendei 
(state) governments, which 
are the equivalent of our 
provincial administrations 
Each of the 11 states has at 
least three representatives 
in the Bundesrat. States with 
large populations have up to 
five representatives. They 
are, as a rule, the premiers 
of the Lacnderand designat¬ 
ed members of their gover 
moots, though substitutes 
can be delegated. The votes 
of a Land can only be cast as 
a block. The reason for that 
is to assure every Land a 
voice in the Bundesrat which 
represents the elected gov-

ernment of the day. Since 
state governments need not 
be of the same party as the 
federal government (at 
present most of the state 
legislatures are controlled 
by (he Christian Democrats 
who are the opposition in 
Bonn), the Bundesrat can 
and does also provide a 
political balance on top of its 
guardianship of state and re¬ 
gional interests. 

On the other hand, not all 
legislation passed by Bun¬ 
destag requires bundesrat 
approval. Only laws touehin- 
g on state interests — about 
half of Bundestag legisla¬ 
tion — must have such ap¬ 
proval. although the Bun¬ 
desrat has the right of 
objection to any measure 
passed by the lower house. 
Should disputes arise, a me¬ 
diation committee of both 
houses is called to work out a 
compromise. 

Being a sort of "House of 
the provinces.” the Bun¬ 
desrat model is worth look¬ 
ing at in detail. Its experi¬ 
ence may well provide a host 
of practical ideas for the 
badly-needed reform of our 
Senate. 

Not much, however, can be 
learned from the division of 
federal and state powers in 
the Federal Republic. The 


pattern, though obviously in¬ 
fluenced by different back¬ 
grounds. is roughly the same 
as ours, with cultural auton¬ 
omy of the Laender the key 
feature. In the end. as one of 
the stpte's finance minister 
told us. “all federal-state 
questions boil down to 
money." West Germany's 
tax sharing and equalization 
payments resemble ours, 
though by and large the 
states must watch their 
spending more carefully 
than our provinces do. (For 
example, the Laender are 
responsible for all medical 
care expenses and cannot 
run to Bonn for more money 
if they overspend). 

With painful memory of 
two national bankruptcies 
(the disastrous inflation of 
the 1920s and totally worth¬ 
less money prior to the 1948 
monetary reform when all 
West Germans started with 
50 new DM), there is unques¬ 
tionably much greater sense 
of fiscal responsiility in the 
Federal Republic than any¬ 
where else in the Western 
world. But centralization 
pressures and bureaucrati¬ 
zation — especially under 
the present socialist govern¬ 
ment in Bonn — are taking 
their toll and may well be 
come the main political issue 
in next year’s German fed¬ 
eral election.

1 disagree with Mr. Townsend, and 
having recently completed a 20,000 trip 
around the North American continent, I 
believe I can contribute to Mr. Townsend's 
education on the subject of monetary ex¬ 
penditure of the recreational vehicle tour¬ 
ist. 

During the 12 month period that my 
friends and I were on the road, our ex¬ 
penses averaged close to $1,000 per month. 
This was spent on sightseeing, bus trips 
around the cities, department stores, gift 
shops, gas, food and, ves, even camp¬ 
sites. 


On arrival at a strange city we endea¬ 
vored to locate close to the centre, and if 
this was not possible, we looked for a place 
near-to some form of downtown transpor¬ 
tation. We then took a bus tour of the city to 
orient ourselves, and to decide which of the 
attractions we wished to see on subsequent 
days 

Although recreation vehicle enthusi¬ 
asts eat many meals in their rigs, they al¬ 
ways look forward to eating out, and do so 
often when sightseeing in a strange city. 

On the question “Is a downtown recre¬ 
ation vehicle location needed?” — I would 
suggest a check on the number of these 
vehicles arriving at three ferry terminals, 
Swartz Bay, Sidney (from Anacortes) and 
Port Angeles, all of which feed traf¬ 
fic into Victoria. 

A conservative estimate would be 300 
to 400 per day at this time of year, and I am 
sure many of them would stay in Victoria 
longer if the type of accommodation under 
discussion was available.

The Brick Company produced sorpe 55.000 com¬ 
mon and pressed bricks a year and employed 70 men. 
mostly Chinese. The Empress Hotel and the Hotel 
Vancouver were built with bricks from Sidney Island. 
The brickworks flourished until the First World War 
when the island, except for 200 acres where the brick¬ 
works stood was sold to a local syndicate for $150,- 
000."

Taxpayers who will pay 


MONTREAL (CP) — It’s 
farmers who need subsidies 
to move grain cheaply, not 
the railways, says Canadian 
National president Robert 
Bandeen. 

"The railways don't need 
subsidies because they’re ef¬ 
ficient,” Bandeen said this 
week in an interview. 

"If the Crow’s Nest Pass 
rates are necessary for Can¬ 
ada to sell its grain, the ar¬ 
gument has to be that it is the 
farmers who need protec¬ 
tion. Either way, it’s the tax¬ 
payers of Canada who will 
pay.” 

Western farmers have 
been screaming long and 
loud again this year about 
shortages of hopper cars and 
shipping delays that could 
mean some cheaper grain 
will be left to rot. 

“There isn’t the same 
problem with potash or coal 
or lumber, because those 
commodities pay their 
way," Bandeen said. 

In contrast, grain rates 


through the Rockies have 
been frozen in perpetuity at 
19th-century prices since the 
railways signed the Crow’s 
Nest Pass agreement of 1897 
in return for subsidies and 
land grants. Later they 
began losing money on 
grain, and service de¬ 
teriorated. 

"Any level bf government 
can step in and provide sub¬ 
sidies. Our feeling is that 
subsidies should go not to the 
railways, but to the pro¬ 
ducers.” 

Despite current problems, 
Bandeen said Canadian Na¬ 
tional expects to be hauling 
about 50-per-cent more grain 
a few years from now. It’s 
part of the growth of one of 
North America’s biggest 
railways, with 36,000 kilo¬ 
metres of track and profits 
that shot up last year to 
$136.1 million from $28 mil¬ 


lion a year earlier. 

Bandeen said CN's biggest 
growth will be in data trans¬ 
mission now that CNCP 
Telecommunications, joint¬ 
ly owned with Canadian Pa¬ 
cific Ltd., has won a hotly- 
contested court ease allow¬ 
ing it to interconnect with 
Bell Canada and other mem¬ 


bers of the TransCanada 
Telephone System. 

But railway investment 
won't be neglected, especial¬ 
ly in resource-rich Western 
Canada where CN plans lo 
increase its capacity by 
building more and longer 
sidings and by augmenting 
its motive power.

IN A BAD WAY? LOOK AROUND THE WORLD 


TORONTO (CP) — If Canadians think they’re in a 
bad way, they should look at the rest of the world, the 
president of the Investment Dealers Association said 
Thursday. 

"I know of no country in the world where the people 
would not willingly exchange their problems and pros¬ 
pects for ours,” Andrew Kniewasser told the Canadian 
Certified General Accountants Association. 


Gloomy predictions by the media and economists con¬ 
cerning the Canadian economy are encouraging a cli¬ 
mate of fear, he said. 

"This preoccupation with our short-term problems can 
only be self-defeating,” he said after his address. 

"We talk about what's wrong with Canada, what’s 


wrong with the U S. Well, we can talk ourselves out of our 
whole bloody civilization If we’re not careful.” 

He told the accountants that public confidence is 
vital to a healthy Canadian economy because large amounts 
of Investment — he estimated about $100 billion a year on 
average — will be needed in the next decade. 

Personal savings are important because they tend to 
go to higher-risk and entrepreneurial schemes, he said.

Indian women 37 riders hurt 


OTTAWA (CP) — Indian 
women and children who 
walked 160 kilometres from 
Oka, Que., to the steps of 
Parliament Hill will meet 
Prime Minister Clark today 
to press home their com¬ 
plaint that a section of the 
Indian Act Is sexist. 

Indian Affairs Minister 
Jake Epp told them Health 
Minister David Crombie and 
David MacDonald, minister 
responsible for the status of 
women, will also participate 
in the discussion. 

“The government is sym¬ 
pathetic with your cause," 
Epp said. “The conference is 
going to be extremely vital 
not only in terms of informa¬ 
tion but more importantly in 
terms of moving forward.” 

About 63 of the orderly 
demonstrators had begun 
their marfh Saturday to tell 
the government they want 
the section changed to allow 
Indian women to retain their 
status as official Indians if 
they marry white men. 

“This is tremendous," 
said Shirley Joseph when she 


heard Epp announce the 
meeting with Clark. 

Miss Joseph, a status In¬ 
dian of the Hagwilget band 
near Hazleton, B.C.,who 
works for the United Native 
Nations organization in Van¬ 
couver, said she hopes the 
meeting with Clark will pull 
together all the efforts put 
into changing the section.

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TANNED TRUDEAU STAYING BECAUSE: TM THE BEST ’ 


OTTAWA (CP) — Pierre Trudeau said Thursday he 
plans to remain Liberal leader, at least for a few years 
more, because “my judgment as of now is that I'm the 
best." 

Describing himself as "tanned and relaxed and looking 
for a fight," the prime minister of 11 years met reporters for 


the first time since his party lost the May 22 election and he 
became the Opposition leader. 

Trudeau took a few swipes at his opponent. Prime Min¬ 
ister Cark, criticizing the Progressive Conservative leader 
for flip-flopping on major issues, and vowed to remain in 
politics to continue the fight for national unity. 


If some Liberal, who was "a hellish good leader," and 
was dedicated to revitalizing the constitution, ending re¬ 
gional disparities and protecting minorities surfaced, "I'd 
say, 'take the job, you’re welcome to it, buster'." 

Clark was also admonished for what Trudeau described 
as the absence of policies to solve energy-related prob¬ 
lems.

Casual Trudeau chews licorice

OTTAWA — Opposition Leader Pierre 
Trudeau said Thursday he had no intention 
of using the Liberal majority in the Senate 
to deliberately block passage of Conserva¬ 
tive government legislation. 

He doubted the Liberal majority in the 
Senate would want to be in the position of 
bringing on a general election by prevent¬ 
ing legislation being approved in Par¬ 
liament. which had been already passed by 
a majority of the elected representa¬ 
tives in the Commons. 

Trudeau was responding to questions at 
his first press conference since his defeat 
in the May 22 election. He was asked 
specifically if he would make use of the 


large Liberal majority in the Senate to 
prevent the Tories from getting legislation 
passed that would alter or dissolve Petro 
Canada. 

“If such legislation passed the House of 
Commons and goes to the Senate 1 can’t 
honestly say what vote I can deliver 
there," said Trudeau. 

There are 73 Liberals and 18 Conserva¬ 
tive senators in the red chamber. There 
are also two Independents, one Indepen¬ 
dent Liberal, one Social Credit and nine 
vacancies. 

Trudeau acknowledged that there would 
be considerably greater attention paid to 
the Senate now with three cabinet minis¬ 
ters sitting in the upper house. But he has 
not devised any particular strategy to be 
followed in the Senate.

Trudeau backs Jerome’s role 


OTTAWA (CP) - Opposi 
tion Leader Pierre Trudeau 
said Thursday he would not 
object if Liberal James 
Jerome was named Speaker 
of the Commons by the new 
Conservative government. 

• There has been specula¬ 
tion since the May 22 federal 
election that the minority 
Tory government might seek 
to keep Jerome. MP for Sud¬ 
bury, Ont., in the Speaker’s 
chair he occupied in the last 
Parliament. 

Jerome has shown he is 
interested in discussing the 
idea with the Conservatives. 
By making such an appoint 
ment, the government of 
Prime Minister Clark would 
not have to deplete its 
ranks. 

Standing in the 282-seat 
Commons when it meets in 
the fall will be Conservative 
136: Liberal 114; New Demo¬ 
crat 26; Social Credit 6. 

Trudeau said he asked 
Jerome if he wanted a job in 
the Liberal caucus and was 
told he preferred not. 

The bilingual Jerome was 
highly regarded by MPs on 
both sides of the Commons in 
the last Parliament. Even 
former prime minister John 


Diefenbaker. who fought 
with him on occasion, advo¬ 
cated his reappointment in a 
chat with reporters earlier 
Thursday. 

Trudeau was asked about 
Jerome in a news conference 
at which he released the 
names for his shadow cabi¬ 
net. He also announced the 
formation of 21 caucus com¬ 
mittees. The chairmen of 
those committees are not al¬ 
ways the chief Liberal spo¬ 
kesmen on various sub¬ 
jects.

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IWA trades shut 6 mills B C • 'powder keg’ as forests burn

Tough-talking Stan Shewaga went to the fights in Nanai¬ 
mo Thursday night. 

It was the So You Wanna Fight promotion and the bat¬ 
tles were in the ring. 

To those who had been watching the hodgepodge of 
skirmishes in a troubled forest industry, it was an appropri¬ 
ate setting. 

But the real scraps remained outside the ring as 
Shewaga's Harmac local of the Pulp. Paper and Wood¬ 
workers of Canada continued its assault on the giant 
MacMillan Bloedel corporation and International Wood¬ 
workers of America dissidents shut down several mills. 

Some 200 IWA members were off the job in Victoria 
as workers shut down tjje Victoria Plywood Ltd. mill 
over a local issue. 

The major new outbreak, however, came as IWA tra¬ 
desmen. unhappy with special rate revisions in their 
proposed agreement, closed six southern interior mills 
and even picketed the union office at Kamloops. 

Jack Munro. Western Canada president of the big IWA. 
flew to Kamloops to address some 400 tradesmen, but he 
didn't have the news they wanted to hear. He wouldn't 
try to reopen negotiations on the question of rate revi¬ 
sions. 

Munro has already voiced concern with the threat 
being waged by a new inter-union group of tradesmen 
from the IWA, the PPWC and the Canadian Paper- 
workers Union. 

Some of the “vocal" IWA members in this group have 
been blamed for much of the picketing which has kept two 
sawmills, a plywood mill and some logging operations in 
the Port Albemi local closed for some time, idling more 
than 5,000 of the local's 6,000 members. 

In the last two days the cedar mill and hemlock mill 
at Tahsis have been added to the closures. 

The big MacMillan Bloedel pulp and paper mill at 
Port Alberni did reopen Thursday, though, as PPWC 
pickets from Harmac obeyed Labor Relations Board orders 
and withdrew from the site. They did the same at Powell 
River as orders continued to pile up against their actions at 


MacBlo facilities where employees belong to other unions. 

But the Harmac local, accused by Munro of “goon 
squad” tactics, is continuing its fight. The Harmac com 
plex remains closed and the local was to head back to the 
LRB in Vancouver today for an appeal against the earlier 
orders. 

Added to all of this is the continuation of another side 
issue—a jurisdictional battle between Ihe LWA and con¬ 
struction trades unions which has shut down much of 
the work at the major port development near Nanaimo. 
Some 100 construction workers walked out Wednesday 
when IWA tradesmen arrived to build a sawmill. 

The confusion remains even though the CPU has ap¬ 
proved the two-year agreement with the industry and the 
IWA appears well on the way to doing the same. 

The PPWC, which turned it down by a 51.6 per cent 
margin, is to decide at a Vancouver meeting today if it is 
worth calling an industry wide, strike on the basis of 
such a close vole.

Health Minister Robert 
McClelland said Thursday 
he has asked Royal Jubilee 
Hospital in Victoria to in¬ 
crease open-heart surgery 
by 50 per cent. 

However, the minister's 
announcement, which came 
in a news release, raises 
more questions for the be¬ 
leaguered hospital than it 


Some of these questions, 
said Jubilee hospital board 
chairman Terry Prentice, 
were: Where will the extra 
beds come from? Should 
beds be taken from other 
hospital services, consider¬ 
ing the hospital is already 
short of beds? Where will the 
hospital get the monitoring 
equipment, the ward reno¬ 


vations, the qualified staff? 

Prentice said: "There is no 
doubt that without additional 
funds and staff an increase 
in open-heart surgery will 
encroach on other services. 

»• 

"If you increase the num¬ 
ber of open-heart surgery 
treatments and the care of 
the patients thereafter, it re¬ 
quires additional beds. 


“We have a problem now 
getting sufficient qualified 
staff in that area. Nursing 
staff require additional 
training and education. But 
it's not just a matter of staff 
and where to put patients for 
treatment, There’s addition¬ 
al monitoring equipment 
that’s required, additional 
ward space and physical 
renovations.” 


Possible increases in sur¬ 
gery won’t be discussed by 
the board until the board 
hears directly from McClel¬ 
land. he said, noting that 
funds for beds or staff must 
come from the provincial 
government. 

“I’ve no idea on the time¬ 
table for the increase in 
open-heart surgery opera¬ 


tions. But I do know it won’t 
be next week,” Prentice 
said. 

McClelland said in the 
news release the increase 
from six to nine operations a 
week was recommended by 
the B.C. Medical Associa- 
Jjon’s continuing advisory 
sub-committee. 

McClelland said the com¬ 
mittee report warned that 


additional funding and staff 
may be required so that the 
surgery docs not encroach 
on other hospital services. 

He said renovations at the 
hospital last year allowed it 
to increase open-heart sur 
gery lu- six cases a week 
from tour, as well as an 
additional one or two cases 
on an emergency basis.

Tenants’ safety causes concern 

Balconies up 
minus rails 
and permit 


Apartment owner James Ben-Oliel decided that 
balconies would be a nice addition to his block at 1725 
Beach in Oak Bay. 

However, he did not apply for a permit from the 
municipality to put them on and consequently a 
stop-work order was handed to him in the middle of 
construction. 

The balconies are all complete on the four-storey 
building—except for the safety railings. The building 
is not a new one. 

Oak Bay council’s zoning committee Thursday 
considered what to do in the interest of safety of 
the tenants, some of whom have been observed 
having barbecues and drinking on the rail-less bal¬ 
conies. 

The committed decided to order Ben-Oliel. of 299 
King George in Oak Bay, to have the rails completed 
while the issue of the legality of the balcony additions 
is settled. 


The big Saanich local of 
the Canadian .Union of 
Public Employees, voting 
for the second successive 
night Thursday to break a 
tie, has emerged as the 
sole obstacle to core 
municipality labor 
peace. 

The question of what hap¬ 
pens now was left up in the 
air after the local rejected 
the two-year contract offer 
of the Greater Victoria 
Labor Relations Association 
by a vote of 188 to 158—a 
margin of slightly more than 
51 per cent. 

The four other locals co¬ 
vered by the Joint Negotiat¬ 
ing Committee have already 
accepted the offer. 

Three other locals, which 
bargained independently, 
accepted a slightly smaller 
contract earlier. 

Wednesday night the 500- 
member Saanich local was 
split evenly with more than 
200 members voting. The 
rush to bring out more voters 
Thursday was expected to 
turn up a majority of “pas¬ 
sive" members and nudge 
the second vote in the direc¬ 
tion of acceptance. But insid¬ 
ers say some frantic poli¬ 
ticking was probably 
responsible for sw inging the 
vote the other way. 

After the rejection, mem¬ 
bers approved a motion say¬ 
ing the local would be willing 
to accept the contract on one 
condition—reintroduction of 
a Jan. t, 1979 cost-of-living 
factor that was dropped by 
the JNC as a demand. 

The proposed agreement 
allows for COLA, but it 
wouldn’t be triggered unless 
the price rise hit 7 >5 per cent 
in 1980. 

The wgge offer is slightly 
improved over the 7.25 per 
cent increase offered earlier 
by the GVLRA in each year 
of a two-year agreement. 

Tom Smith, CUPE staff 
representative, said he 
would be informing media¬ 
tor Clark Gilmour of the la¬ 
test development today. The 
impact would be widespread 
since the Saanich local also 
includes municipal em¬ 
ployees In Oak Bay, North 
Saanich and Sidney.

James Humble, of 51 Dur¬ 
rance. said he intended to 
ask the Capital Region 
Board, which administers 
the park, to declare a 10 p.m.

Staff Sgt. George Whit¬ 
taker of Sidney RCMP, in 
whose district the park is 
located, said policing the 
area was difficult. "It takes 
up 80 per cent of our time.”

Fishing industry strike looms 


The B.C. fishing industry 
could be in for a strike if 
mediator Clark Gilmour 
steps out of what appears to 
have been a futile bargain¬ 
ing picture. 

The United Fishermen and 
Allied Workers Union has 
asked Gilmour to report out 
on behalf of two groups of 
members—the tendermen 
and shoreworkers. 


Negotiations with salmon 
fishermen have not reached 
the Same stage. 

The 7.500-member union 
is made up of about 4,000 
fishermen, 3,000 
shoreworkers and 500 tend¬ 
ermen. 

A strike at this time would 
reportedly involve about 90 


shoreworkers in Victoria, all 
of whom work at the B.C. 
Packers plant. 

While a number of com¬ 
panies are involved, the 
union says the industry is 
dominated by B.C. Packers 
and Canadian Fishing Co., a 
subsidiary of the New Eng¬ 
land Fishing Co. It says B.C. 
Packers is part of the Wes¬ 


ton empire. 

The fishermen want sub¬ 
stantial increases in the 
prices paid for fish. 

Some examples: the indus 
try paid 88 cents a pound in 
1978 for sockeye salmon, has 
offered 90 cents in a new 
contract and is faced with a 
demand for $1.60; the 1978 
price for coho was 62 cents a 


pound, the industry is offer¬ 
ing 67 cents, and the union 
seeking $1.50; pinks, 36 cents 
in 1978, offered at 39 cents 
now, and rated at $1 by the 
union. 

Dental and medical plans 
are sought, along with sub¬ 
stantial increases in indus¬ 
try contributions to the wel¬ 
fare fund. 


‘Lobby silent on CBC pullout’ 


An angry Aid. Larry Ryan 
Thursday blamed a "power¬ 
ful lobby" of newspaper pub¬ 
lishers and radio broadcas¬ 
ters for the lack of protest 
over the CBC’s decision to 
drop its plans for a television 
production and broadcasting 
facility in Victoria. 

Ryan got support from city 
council’s economic develop¬ 
ment committee for a mo¬ 
tion to tell the CBC that the 


city isn’t pleased by the deci¬ 
sion. 

The motion, urging the 
CBC to keep the.pcpposal on 
its agenda, will go to city 
council next Thursday. 

Ryan told the committee 
abandoning plans for a CBC 
outlet in Victoria "seems 
crazy.” More than 10 years 
ago, he said, a federal white 
paper had recommended 
that Victoria become parntf 


the national network sys¬ 
tem. 

He said he had attended 
the cornerstone ceremony 
when construction on the 
building at Blanshard and 
Kings began, and he could 
still remember the "glowing 
expectations” expressed at 
that lime. 

But he said he wasn't sur¬ 
prised by the silence with 
which the news media had 


greeted the decision by the 
CBC’s board of governors to 
mothball the scheme and sell 
the building. 

"This was good news to 
F.P. Publications and to the 
powerful lobby of broadcas¬ 
ters in this city,” he said. 
(Both the morning Colonist 
and afternoon Times belong 
to the F.P. Publications 
chain.) 


Case waits 

Dissident Marigold Hous¬ 
ing Co-operative member 
Ernest Blow’s application 
for an injunction to prevent a 
meeting of the co-operative 
that would consider a board 
recommendation to expel 
him was adjourned for a 
week at a chambers hearing 
Thursday. The judge ad¬ 
journed the hearing to give 
him time to produce docu¬ 
mentation in support of his 
case. 


Who’s undesirable? 
merchants asked 


Downtown merchants want the city 
to rid the Bastion Square area of "un¬ 
desirable elements.’’ but aldermen 
want to discuss the matter in more 
detail before taking any action. 

A 100-signature petition from area 
merchants and their employees, ask¬ 
ing the city to remove benches from 
Government Street and the square, 
was tabled by city council's downtown 
economic development committee. 

THE ONLY ONE who advocated 
immediate action was Aid. Murray 
Glazier. He suggested that the city 
introduce a bylaw that would make 
begging illegal, but he couldn't find a 
seconder for his motion. 

Instead, the committee went along 
with a suggestion from Aid. Robin 
Blencoe to go to the root of the prob¬ 
lem. Simply arresting loiterers and 
throwing them into jail for a night, 
Blencoe said, wouldn't achieve any¬ 
thing. 

In a report to the committee. Blen 
coe said the problem should be exa 
mined by a special committee with 


representation from city council, the 
police and merchants. 

IIE SAID THE MERCHANTS were 
speaking of "undesirables" but failed 
to define that term. 

"They seem to include drunks, van 
dais, winos and street-corner youths," 
Blencoe said. 

"It is difficult to discern the magni¬ 
tude of the problem from the petition. 
The petitioners haven't defined the 
problem. Neither have they specified 
the number of undesirables involved," 
he said. 

"They talk of this clement ruining 
the area but offer no written documen¬ 
tation to back up this claim,’” he 
added. 

THE PETITION stated that the 
merchants have contacted the police 
and were told to take their complaint 
to city council. 

“Those undesirables are frequent¬ 
ing our lobbies, our bathrooms and 
littering the street, making an un¬ 
sightly scene for tourists," the peti¬ 
tion stated. 
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Irwin leads cream to top 
of British Open title quest 


LYTHAM ST. ANNES. 
England (AP) —Hale Irwin, 
who used a front-running po¬ 
sition,to win the U.S. Open, 
pul himself in that spot again 
Thursday with a three- 
under-par 68 that established 
the second-round lead in the 
108th British Open golf 
championship 

"1 like to think I'm a' good 
front-runner," Irwin said. "I 
think I am.” 

He paused a moment and 
added, “I know I like being in 
front." 

His remarkable effort, in¬ 
cluding three deuces and no 
bogeys in the cold, windy 
weather, produced a 36-hole 
total of 136, six shots under 
par and two ahead of on- 
rushing Severiano Balles¬ 
teros of Spain. 

“He did what?” Irwin de¬ 


manded in amazement when 
told that young Ballesteros 
had birdied four of the last 
five holes — probably the 
toughest ones on the 6,822- 
yard course. 

“I can’t believe that,” de¬ 
fending champion Jack 
Nicklaus said of that finish. 
And he repeated it. "I can’t 
believe it.” 

Ballesteros, Europe's fin¬ 
est player, matched the Brit¬ 
ish Open record on this old 
course with a six-under-par 
65 and was alone in second at 
138. 

He played well in front of 
Irwin and, since his big move 
came at the end of his round, 
he never really threatened 
for the top spot. 

Nicklaus did. He played 
the front side In flve-under-

This week a young girl with big ambitions and commen¬ 
surate talent happened on St. Joe, via San Juan, enroute 
to Indianapolis, Ottawa, Toronto and other eastern way 
stations. 

An amateur travelling a professional road. Wendy 
Barlow makes most of the stops on the Avon and Penn tennis 
circuits. She’s just 19 but has been playing at the pro level — 
w ithout compensation, to preserve her amateur status — for 
nearly three years. 

And. like the '49ers. Barlow’s thinking gold too. That's 
why she’s paying her dues so willingly. 

Wendy Barlow, Victoria’s own, is this minute ranked 
within the top 120 women players in the world — 118th, to be 
precise. Not bad But not good enough to break even as a 
professional. 

So, Wendy toughs it out on the circuit, tightening up her 
game, polishing techniques, always working. 

It’s no good doing these things down at the local club 
An aspiring pro has to hone her talents against the best, 
day after day. It’s not easy. But the rewards might — just 
might — be worth it. 

Anyhow, St. Joe and other circuit pitstops look like 
Shangri-La to Wendy after San Juan. She has her share of 
complaints to add to the already sizable list compiled by 
disgruntled Canadian ath¬ 
letes home from the Pan-Am 
Games. 

•’Awful'’. That about 
says it all, huh Wendy? 

"I couldn't believe the 
conditions down there,” she 
was saying over the blower 
from the land of paddle- 
wheels and riverboat gamb¬ 
lers. 

’’I thought everyone 
would be serious about the 
Games. They weren’t. I got 
an average of three hours 
sleep a night, mainly be¬ 
cause of the noise. There was 
music and singing ’til ail 
^hours. Then when I’d finally 
"drop off, it would start up 
again. 

“I think it was the Cuban girls’ softball team, practicing 
with those damn aluminum bats. They were going at it at 6 

every morning. 

“It was kind of a joke. After a while, all we could do 
was laugh." 

And, oh, those officials. Our Miss Barlow, who’s vol¬ 
leyed in anger with Mrs. Chris Evert Lloyd, who was the 
first-ever Canadian junior to qualify for Wimbledon’s main 
draw, is not one to kvetch. But hey, this was really 
something else. 

"Oh, it was incredible," she sighed. "The booing was 
bad enough, in fact it really shook us up, but the officials 
were the worst. 

"They were making calls against us that were literally 
six to eight inches inside the line. Let's face it, the place was 

a zoo." 

After bowing in the quarter-final singles, Wendy and 
partner Joe Brabanec of Vancouver pulled a stunning upset 
by knocking off the top seeds in mixed doubles, despite the 
crowd’s hooting and stifling heal. 

They later wilted in the semi-finals, bowing to eventual 
gold medal-winner Venezuela and, it seemed, the entire 
population of Puerto Rico. 

"They were a good team." conceded Barlow, “but not 
that good I’d like to„play them somewhere else. The crowd 
was on our backs so much I was just shaking.” 

Things are duller, and quieter, in St. Joe. One can 
concentrate on one’s game. But one can still lose. 

Wendy admits she's not currently at her best. That was 
borne out by her first-round defeat at the hands of Chicago's 
Andrea Yeager, the young whiz they're calling the next 
Tracy Austin. 

She’s not discouraged though. She'll continue her rac¬ 
quet odyssey through the courts of two continents for 
another three years or so. That’s her deadline. 

Usually travelling with one other girl, Barlow makes all 
her own travel arrangments. Coming up are the Canadian 
women’s nationals (Ottawa, July 30); the U.S. clay court 
championships (Indianapolis, Aug. 14); the U.S. Open (Aug. 
27), and on and on. 

Unless she vaults from 118th to 70th in the next couple 
months, Wendy Barlow will return to Salt Lake’s Brigham 
Young University in tjie fall, on tennis scholarship, for her 
sophomore year. 

She'll play school tournaments and, as long as she keeps 
her grade-point above 2.0, will be given all the time off she 
needs for outside tourneys. 

“I'm still fairly young," she understates. “And I don't 
mind the travelling. I’m going to keep right at it for a while 

yet."

In situations 
where this is not possible, the fish returning to the hatchery 
racks that are In excess of our production will be declared as 
surplus and will be disposed of by the Crown Assets Disposal 
Corporation. 

,o*’It has been proposed by a number of individuals and 
groups that the sale of surplus fish by Crown Assets should 
not be limited to fish processing companies, but should also 
be .available to the general public. A number of proposals 
have been made to fisheries and Crown Assets on how public 
safes might be conducted, such as the use of volunteers from 
organizations such as the B.C. Wildlife Federation.”

NEW YORK (AP) - A1 Rosen 
resigned Thursday night as presi¬ 
dent of the World Series-champion 
New York Yankees to seek oppor¬ 
tunities in private business, the 
American League baseball team 
announced. 

Rosen’s resignation had been 
rumored for several days and ap¬ 
parently was sparked by a dispute 
among Rosen, owner George 
Steinbrenner and manager Billy 
Martin. 

In a rather lengthy statement 
issued jointly by Rosen and Stein¬ 


brenner on Thursday night, Rosen 
said: "I am resigning to explore 
other business opportunities." 

The statement did not say who 
would replace Rosen. However, 
there are several theories. One has 
general manager Cedric Tallis be¬ 
coming president, with former 
manager Bob Lemon becoming 
general manager. Another, pub¬ 
lished Friday in The Daily News, 
said George Sisler, who runs the 
Yankees’ farm club in Columbus, 
would take Rosen’s place. 

The statement said Rosen would 


be around Yankee Stadium in his 
office, watching games and con¬ 
tinuing to consult with Steinbren¬ 
ner. until he decides what opportu¬ 
nity he wishes to pursue. 

"There is no doubt, as in any 
venture, that George and I have 
had disagreements," Rosen said. 
“However...they never Involved 
any shouting or yelling matches. 

"At all times, we discussed our 
disagreements as two grown men. 
Our close friendship of 15 years 
would preclude any overt alterca¬ 
tions." 


In accepting Rosen's resigna¬ 
tion, Steinbrenner said: "The 
meetings that Al and I have had for 
the past two days have been meet¬ 
ings between two guys whq have 
been extremely close and loyal 
friends for 15 years." 

Despite the statement, reports 
were rife that Rosen’s resignation 
stemmed from his problems with 
Martin 

Rosen and Martin do not see 
eye-to-eye and things came to a 
head when Martin began bypass¬ 
ing Rosen on baseball matters, 
consulting instead with Tallis.-

"There was nothing wrong 
kith the Buffalo offer but I 
figured the opportunities 
here, weighed them all, and 
decided to come up here," 
jCousineau, the first NFL No. 

1 pick ever to sign with a 
XFL team, said. 

“I am extremely impessed 
with the Canadian game, 
with its wider field and all 
the motion in the backfield," 
said Cousineau, who admit¬ 
ted his introduction to the 
CFL came while a guest of 
the Alouettes when they met 
the Argonauts in Toronto 
July 10. “I hope to be ready 
for the Calgary (Stam- 
peders) game next Wednes¬ 
day.

And 
when it is not. or when it is 
not fresh, bidders know it, 
and such lots frequently go 
unsold. The field is still so 
new. and we are all testing 
what will or will not sell." 

Dale Stulz of Christie, 
Manson £ Woods. Park Av¬ 
enue at 59th Street, agreed. 
He reported that he was puz¬ 
zled w hen the work of 19th- 
century British and Europe¬ 
an photographers did poorly 
in his May sale—22 of 33 lots 
did not sell.

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Disco dancing can hurt fingers, too 


BOSTON (AP) — Besides 
the problems of fitting into 
tight, slinky clothes and en¬ 
during the blare of loud 
music, a team of doctors has 
identified another hazard of 
disco dancing — disco fin¬ 
gers. 

Doctors at Johns Hopkins 
Hospital in Baltimore say 
disco dancers may be espe- 
cialy prone to the injury, 
which is called a felon in 
medical language and is an 
infection, not a lawbreaker. 
The physicians said the in¬ 
fection can develop if the 
dancers snap their fingers 
while moving to the music. 

In a letter Thursday in the 
New England Journal of 
Medicine, the doctors told of 
treating a 17-year-old girl 
who had such a finger infec¬ 
tion. 

"The patient had noticed a 
small crack on her finger 
that had later become in¬ 
fected." they wrote. "She 
thought that the crack might 
have resulted from snapping 
her fingers constantly while 
she was disco dancing, a fre¬ 
quent pastime.” 

Curing the nuisance was 
simple enough. The doctors 
opened the sore spot, 
drained it and packed it. 
"She made an uneventful re¬ 
covery," they wrote.

The physicians said this 
newly recognized injury 
may not be the only hazard 
of diseoing. 

"Disco dancing may even 
tually be shown to damage a 
variety pf body systems, 
namely, visual, auditory, or¬ 
thopedic and nutritional," 
they warned. 

"Damage to the nutrition¬ 
al status of the dancer might 
result from self-imposed 
starvation in an attempt to 
be able to wear the latest 
outfits. To our knowledge, 
this is the first reported case 
of ‘disco felon.'”

These handicapped 
are riding high 
aboard special trike 


WINNIPEG (CP) — 
Thanks to self-pro¬ 
claimed gadgeteer 
Woody Gauthier, several 
handicapped people in 
Winnipeg are getting 
around a lot more these 
days. 

Gauthier has devel¬ 
oped and produced six 
battery-powered, adult- 
size tricycles for the 
handicapped. 

"Anyone can operate 
the tricycles providing 
they have the use of their 
arms for steering." 
Gauthier says 


FOR ELDON Bach, 
one of Gauthier's enthu¬ 
siastic customers, the 
tricycle has meant a 
great deal. 

Bach is unable to walk 
without crutches, and his 
tricycle is equipped with 
a belt drive and two bat¬ 
teries for distances of up 
to 250 kilometres. He 
averages 80 to 90 kilo¬ 
metres a day. 

“I don't usually put on 
that heavy a battery,'’ 
says Gauthier, “but he 
likes to travel. Some¬ 
times he leaves in the 
morning and doesn't 
come back until dark." 

Gauthier, operations 
manager of a Winnipeg 
car dealership, has in¬ 
vented five types of 


drives to power the tricy¬ 
cles. 

HIS OWN tricycle is a 
10-speed, electronically 
controlled, gear and 
sprocket model which 
can travel at about 13 
kilometres an hour. 

Of the five types, his is 
the most advanced. 
Others include gear and 
sprocket, single-speed 
and two-speed belt drive 
models, and front wheel 
drive, models. 

All but the belt drive 
models can be rigged so 
they can be pedalled. 


"THE BELT drive is 
designed especially for 
people with limited ped¬ 
alling power and can t be 
pedalled without engag¬ 
ing the motor," says 
Gauthier. 

They're "perfect for 
someone with a handicap 
or heart condition to get 
out in the air for a little 
oxcercise." 

Gauthier has won 
awards for industrial and 
safety devices he devel¬ 
oped for the air force 
during the Second World 
War. and after the war 
for Canadian Naitional 
Railways. 

HE BEGAN experi¬ 
menting with gas motors 


on bicycles three years 
ago with the intention of 
making powered bicycles 
for older people. 

But they were "noisy 
and dirty and shook a 
lot.” 

He switched to tricy¬ 
cles because they are 
sturdier and to electric 
motors because they’re 
"noiseless, clean and 
cost one-tenth of a penny 
per mile to run.” 

Gauthier purchases 
tricycle frames and some 
of the parts for the drives 
from U.S. firms. The re¬ 
maining parts he makes 
himself. 

ADULT tricycles sold 
in Canada are too light to 
carry the heavy bat¬ 
teries, he says. 

"Most of them are just 
bicycles converted into 
three-wheelers.” The 
U.S. model has a double 
tubular framework de¬ 
signed for payloads of up 
to 500 pounds, and a wide 
saddle for comfort. 

The tricycles cost be¬ 
tween $600 and $700 with 
motor, and $375 without. 

Gauthier says he has 
sold drives to customers 
as far away as Inuvik in 
the Northwest Terri¬ 
tories, although so far the 
tricycles themselves 
have been sold only in 
Winnipeg. 


WINNIPEG (CP) - Two 
Winnipeg men left this week 
for Inuvik in the northwest¬ 
ern Arctic, on the first leg of 
a bicycle trip that will even¬ 
tually take them to Tierra 
del Fuego at the tip of South 
America. 

Geophysicist Carmine Ml- 
litano and medical doctor 
Rick Nash, both 25, have 
beep planning the trip for 
more than a year and hope to 
be back home bv the fall of 
1981. 

"It's fun." said Militano 


with a shrug when asked why 
he would want to cycle 15,000 
kilometres through some of 
the most rugged country on 
two continents. 

He said he's more con¬ 
cerned about being caught 
up in a volatile political situ¬ 
ation somewhere than about 
the hardships of such a 
lengthy journey. 

Nash said cycling is a re¬ 
laxing way to travel. 

"You find cycling that 
people are very, very open to

He’s one-man recycling centre 


REbKEY. Ind. (UPI) - 
Residents of Redkey don't 
loss empty glass bottles and 
jars in the trash, they give 
them to Max Miller. 

"People apparently drink 
a lot of juice,” quips Miller, 
whose house has become the 
local repository for used 
mayonnaise jars, glass food 
containers, pop, milk and li 
quor bottles. 

He melts down the glass 
and shapes it into two-pound 
paperweights and miniature 
birds that sell for $2 to $10 at 
local crafts shops and the 
Indianapolis Museum of 
Art 

Ladies from the commu¬ 
nity come by the house with 
sacks full of used glass con¬ 
tainers," adds Miller, who 
earns his living tuning 
organs. 

■ "When I get too old to 
travel, I intend to make a 
living in the backyard mak¬ 
ing paperweights." 

He learned glassblowing 


techniques and bought his 
equipment four years ago 
from an 88-year-old master 
glassblower. Bill Playtor, 
who also lives in this eastern 
Indiana town. 

"It lakes a long time to 
make one paperweight." 
Miller stressed. The process 
begins by melting glass for 
■18 hours in a fireproof con¬ 
tainer heated to 1.800 de¬ 
grees. 

The clear liquid glass then 
is gathered on the end of an 
iron and rolled into the shape 
of a ball. Crushed pieces of 
multi-colored glass laid out 
ill a pattern on an iron table 
are placed on the melted 
glass, and the mass is re¬ 
heated to melt the design. 


The glass is once again 
placed on the rod and molded 
into a round wooden cup 
soaked in water. Then the 
glass returns to the fire for 
final glazing. 

It takes two more days for 
the paperweight to cool. 

"When that temperature is 
just perfect. I get quite a 
thrill.” says Miller. “And the 
people w ho buy them seem to 
get quite a thrill from know 
ing their paperweight used 
to be a pop bottle." 

Miller says he's one of a 
few people across the coun¬ 
try who makes paperweights 
by melting old glass. 

There are two factories in 
Elwood. Ind . that manufac¬ 


ture glass paperweights, but 
"since they make their own 
glass and since it takes four 
or five people to make them 
it's considered production, 
not art." 

Miller says he hopes his 
paperweight making abili¬ 
ties will improve during the 
next few years and he hopes 
he can experiment with 
more colors. 


"I'd love a yellow bottle, 
but I've never seen one," he 
said. 

He's already started to put 
a trademark on his paper 
weights, "because some of 
my friends told me that 
when I'm dead, it'll be the 
only way people will know I 
made them. 

"Chances'are that's why I 
like making paperweights so 
much." he added

Pain that’s ‘all in your head’ 
could mean ‘skills exceeded’ 


CHICAGO (AP) — Doctors who tell patients com¬ 
plaining of pain that "it’s all in your head" are often 
saying "you've exceeded my skills as a physician," a 
specialist in chronic pain says 

Dr. Nelson Hendler says he has found that 40 per 
cent of the patients suffering from chronic pain and re¬ 
ferred to him have "clear cut documented evidence of 
an organic lesion" or an undetected medical problem. 

The explanation "it’s all in your head" is often 
offered because physicians cannot find anything wrong, 
Hendler says. 

Hendler, clinical director of a private pain clinic in 
suburban Baltimore, says in a new book, Coping with 
Chronic Pain, there are far fewer cases of psychoso¬ 
matic pain than are generally assumed. 

“Many physicians are unaware of the myriad, ob¬ 


scure and hard-to-diagnose diseases that cause chronic 
pain,” Hendler says in the book, oriented for a lay audi 
ence and written with Chicago writer Judith Fenton 
“So, although the physician wants to help the patient, he 
is confronted with his own inadequacy and is frustrated 
in his attempts." 

About 30 million persons in the U.S. suffer from 
chronic pain, which is defined as pain that persists for 
longer than six months. 

Hendler said there are about 20 million persons suf¬ 
fering from arthritis, another seven or eight million 
with chronic back pain and about one million suffering 
from migraine headaches. 

The cost of chronic pain in medical bills, absentee¬ 
ism and lost production is estimated at up to $30 billion 
annually, Hendler says.

Dear Doctor: I have read 
that children may be cured 
of bedwetting by being treat 
ed for allergies.

Wealthy buyers 
snap up bargains 


TORONTO (CP) — The richer you 
are. the more you tend to snap up 
bargains like generic products at the 
grocery store, a survey shows. 

Seven out 10 families with incomes 
of more than $20,000 a year have tried 
at least one generic — or no-name — 
product, says the Toronto food-analy¬ 
sis company that conducted the sur¬ 
vey. 

Robert McClelland, president of 
OMI Operational Management. Inc., 
which conducted the survey, said that 
among families with less than $8,000, 
only half have tried generic products. 

The average generic buyer is prob- 
ably a woman, under 35 with no 
children, since 02 per cent of the fe¬ 
male shoppers surveyed said they 
bought no-name products, compared 
with 50 per cent of the males. 

The study included more than I,- 
500 grocery shoppers from Oshawa, 
Ont., through Metropolitan Toronto to 
Niagara Falls, Out., and examined 
who buys generics, which products 
they buy. and which national brands 
are losing because of the new line. 


said. "And an astonishingly high per¬ 
centage are willing to buy them again 
after trying them " 

Manufacturers interviewed 
thought the products were a passing 
fad. he said. 

Dominion Stores Ltd. with 120 
items leads Loblaws Ltd. in sales in 
spite of that food chain's heavy pro 
motion of its 200 products, McClelland 
said. 

His survey showed that of 900 peo 
pie who have tried at least one generic, 
17 per cent shop regularly at Domin 
ion. with Loblaws trailing at 28 per 
cent. 

But then Dominion has 230 Ontario 
stores versus Loblaws’s 135, he said. 

Despite the success of generics, 
McClelland said the major supermar¬ 
ket chains, all of which now have a line 
of generics, have made the marketing 
error of neglecting to tell customers 
they can get their money back if they 
don't like the product. 

He*said shoppers are nervous 
about paying more than $2 for a no¬ 
name because they don't know about 


No-name steak branded inferior 


HAMILTON (CP) — Im¬ 
ported no-name steaks 
which are being marketed in 
Loblaws Ltd. stores in On¬ 
tario are not the same qual¬ 
ity as Canadian beef, says 
the national co-ordinator of 
the Beef Information Centre 
in Toronto. 

Carolyn McDonell. a home 
economist for the consumer 
information division of the 
Canadian Cattlemen's Asso¬ 
ciation, said in an interview 
that the steaks do nolUbve 
the same fat marbelling — 
necessary for tenderness 
and flavor — and differ in 
that tenderizer is sprayed on 
the meat, giving it a dark 
appearance. 

Miss McDonell said she 
hopes consumers realize 


that the price of $1.29 for the 
no-name steaks is not for a 
pound but for a five-ounce 
frozen steak (rib-eye. Por¬ 
terhouse or strip loin), which 
works out to $4.15 a pound. 

She said the consumer can 
buy sirloin, Porterhouse and 
T-bone steaks at $3.38 a 
pound. 

The no-name rib-eye 
steaks are $1 less a pound 
than Canadian rib-eye 
steaks but the quality is not 
the same, she said. 

Miss McDonell said that 
the no-name steaks should 
not affect Canadian beef 
sales because Loblaws 
would be able to bring in only 
so much of the oceanic beef 


because of import regula¬ 
tions. Oceanic beef is pro¬ 
cessed in New Zealand and 
Australia. 

But she said the no-name 
beef offers the consumer 
"an interesting alternative" 
at the retail counter. 

Miss McDonell said people 
will be eating less beef this 
year than last because of the 
decrease in the beef supply. 

Two years ago, Canadians 
ate 110 pounds of beef per 
capita and this year will eat 
only 95 pounds, she said. 

"People are buying less 
beef and eating smaller por¬ 
tions." she said, adding that 
eating habits are going to 
change.

(In February, a provincial 
government spokesman said 
it was a distinct possibility 
that some regions in B.C. 
would be facing a timber 
supply crisis. According to a 
government report, one of 
the areas facing a potential 
shortfall was a 7.5 million- 


acre region in northeastern 
B.C.) 

NIXON SAID caribou 
populations in B.C. were al¬ 
ready declining because of 
increases in recreational 
hunting, greater access to 
caribou habitat and other 
encroachments by man. 

Nixon said the timber sup¬ 
ply crisis was the result of 
the provincial government’s 
abandonment of principles 
of sustained yield forestry. 

Nixon contended that dur¬ 
ing the 1960s the provincial 
government agreed to estab¬ 
lish new timber processing 
mills, usually owned by 
firms outside B.C., alongside 
existing Interior com¬ 
panies: 

"After making political 
commitments to these out¬ 
side firms the government 
went to the Forest Service, 
which had to obtain new tim¬ 
ber supplies at the expense 
of a sustained supply for the 
B.C. companies. Now both 
the old and new mills are 
’short of supply."

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M. V. Chesnut’s 

Garden Notes 


Almost every homeowner must 
have had the experience, at one time 
or another, of running across a self- 
sown seedling in her garden. 

Usually, this discovery occurs dur¬ 
ing a spell of weeding, when the sharp- 
eyed wlelder of the hoe notices a 
strange little plant springing up 
among the chickweed and plantain and 
shepherd’s purse. 

On closer examination the stranger 
turns out to be a “volunteer" from 
seeds shed and scattered the previous 
year by one of the cultivated plants or 
shrubs in the garden. 

This year we have had the most 
gorgeous display of stately snap¬ 
dragons in among our fruit trees in the 
back end of our garden. These came 
about as a result of tossing pulled-up. 
gone-to-seed bedding plants into the 
fruit garden as a temporary mulch at 
a time when our two compost bins 
were full to overflowing. 

Also, in one of our flower beds, 
volunteer gladiolus plants are becom¬ 
ing as troublesome as any weed; these 
are from the tiny "spawn" or bulblets 
allowed to scatter w hile digging up the 
mature gladiolus bulbs for storage last 
fall. 

I have always been impressed by 
the exceptionally sturdy development 
of almost all self-sown seedling. I 
know that in my own garden, the 
volunteer snapdragons, forget-me- 
nots, tomato plants, salvia and calen¬ 


dulas are noticeably stronger and 
more vigorous than the same plants 
carefully sown and lovingly tended 
under protected conditions. 

The old natural law of the survival 
of the fittest may have something to do 
with this — only the strongest seeds 
survive the winter exposure while the 
weaklings perish — but it seems to me 
that an even more important factor is 
in the timing of the sowings. 

When a plant is permitted to ripen 
and shed its own seeds, it chooses the 
ideal time of year to do its sowing. 
Moreover, the seeds it sows are fresh, 
yet fully mature and naturally ri¬ 
pened. 

Man’s method — harvesting the 
seeds while they are still in their pods 
or capsules and perhaps not complete¬ 
ly matured — and storing them 
through the winter to sow in the 
spring, is essentially artificial. 

Mind you, while Old Mother Nature 
sows her seeds as soon as they are 
ready, she provides many of them with 
built-in protective devices. Some of 
the more tender kinds would be killed 
if they germinated right away for the 
seedlings would be exposed to harsh 
winter weather while still in the tender 
seedling stage. These come equipped 
with a special timing gadget within the 
seed — an internal chemical which 
holds the seeds dormant through the 
fall and winter. 

These particular kinds germinate 


strongly in the spring after being ex¬ 
posed to frost through the winter, and 
upon receiving the signal from the 
warming soil that It Is safe to emerge. 
Such seeds need their winter exposure 
and they never do so well when har¬ 
vested in the fall and stored cosily in 
the seedsman's warehouse all winter. 
Seedsmen advise a period of refrigera¬ 
tion before sowing for these kinds. 

Other plants of a hardier nature 
will germinate their seeds within a 
week or so of being self-sown. With 
these, nature drops the seeds early 
enough for the new plants to become 
sturdy and nicely established before 
the frosts and gales of winter arrive. 

Taking a tip from nature, 1 think it 
is a good idea to make a few sowings 
through the late summer and fall, at 
about the time established plants of 
the same race are ready to drop their 
seeds. 

A few kinds which do well from 
naturally timed sowings are colum¬ 
bines, snapdragons, cornflowers. Ice¬ 
land poppies, sweet alyssum. forget- 
me-nots and coreopsis. Most of our 
shrubs seeds and berries do well from 
a late summer sowing too, although 
they will not germinate until the fol¬ 
lowing spring. 

Take your cue from the seed cap 
sules on the parent plant. When the 
berries are falling or the seed pods are 
cracking open, it is a good time to get 
these seeds into the ground.

his right to the “mark" — that is. his 
name and picture — which now be¬ 
longs to the company for X years or 
perhaps forever. 

1 don’t happen to know what legal 
arrangement Astaire made with the 
dance studios, but I suspect that unless 
and until they are actually convicted 
of fraud, he can do little to win back 
use of his good name. 

An interesting article in a recent 
issue of the Chicago Bar Record ob¬ 
serves, "Through the years laymen 
and lawyers alike have suffered the 
consequences of a common miscon¬ 
ception that one has an absolute right 
to use one s own name as a trade 
name, trademark or service mark." 

But more than BO years ago. the 
U.S. Supreme Courts made it plain 
that this is not the case. You can lease 
or sell your name, as Col. Sanders did. 
and it may be difficult or impossible to 
get it back. Moreover, you cannot use 


your own name (without a prominent 
disclaimer) in a business if it is at 
ready being used by a reputable and 
widely-known concern. 

A man named Waterman tried to do 
it with pens, and failed. So did a man 
named Dobbs, with hats. A famous 
restaurateur who sold his restaurant 
was enjoined from opening another 
using his own name, even though it 
was 40 miles away from the original, 
site. A man named Ed Sullivan was 
prevented from opening a radio and 
TV shop because the judge ruled lie 
was trading on the fame of the other 
Ed Sullivan 

Bing Crosby’s family is still touting 
orange juice in his name, even though 
he is dead; in this case. Crosby is said 
to have had a considerable piece of the 
company. But. dead or alive, your 
name is not wholly your own as-much 
as you think it is. and a rose by any 
other name would most likely not 
command the premium price it does

The 36-mile race ending at Vancouver’s Kitsilano 
Beach is scheduled to commence at 10 a.m. from be¬ 
hind the Civic Arena, but could be delayed if the 
weather is extremely poor, which is highly unlikely. 

There arc some new features to this year's competi¬ 
tion. 

Loyal Nanaimo Bathtub Society Commodore Bob 
Pedersen notes an added dimension this year with the 
merging of the LNBS and’ Carling O'Keefe Breweries 
of Canada. 

Carling’s has been associated with the finish line in 
Vancouver for the last 11 years, but this year it's going 
for the Nanaimo action as well. 

Also new this year is the Balhtub Flagship, the SS 
Master—the last of British Columbia’s steam tugs. 

Nearly 80 years old, this proud vessel will be open 
for public tours at the Government Wharf ilf Nanaimo 
this weekend. 

As of Wednesday the entries were evenly split be¬ 
tween local folk and out-of-towners. 

The majority of the lubbers don’t register until a 
day or two before the race, so the number of paticipants 
could easily increase three-fold.

There are the other things happening tonight next to 
the arena in Georgia Park. 

The Sacrifice to the Gods ceremony is at 10 p.m , 
followed by a show of fireworks. 

Saturday is packed with tub-related activities, 
starting with a 7:30 pancake breakfast in the Civic 
Arena parking lot.

Natural gas pipeline 
to Island under study 


VANCOUVER (CP).— Westcoast 
Transmission said Thursday it will 
construct a natural gas pipeline to 
Vancouver Island from the Vancouver 
area if the project is economically fea¬ 
sible. 

The company said in a news release 
that consultants have been hired to 
prepare preliminary design and con¬ 
struction costs for the pipeline across 
Georgia Strait. 


Westcoast began feasibility studies 
in the early 1960s and applied to con¬ 
struct such a system in 1972. The 
application was shelved when hear¬ 
ings before the then provincial Public 
Utilities Commission were ended. 

The route now being considered 
would run from Ladner, south of Van¬ 
couver, to Galiano Island and on to 
southern Vancouver Island. 


Bill to exempt 
crown firms 


from

Municipalities will no 
longer be permitted to im¬ 
pose a business tax on pro- 
vincially-owned businesses 
under terms of the Miscella¬ 
neous Statutes Amendment 
Act presented to the B.C. 
Legislature Thursday. 

The omnibus bill, tradi¬ 
tionally presented to the 
Legislature toward the end 
of each session, amends the 
definition of business in the 
Municipal Act, effective 
Jan. 1, 1979, to exclude the 
provincial government and 
all its agencies. 

The change follows a deci¬ 
sion by the Victoria County 
Court last year which ruled 
that the provincial govern¬ 
ment must pay municipal 
business and licence fees for 
crown corporations and gov¬ 
ernment-owned commercial 
companies. 

The city of Victoria took 
the government to court 
after it refused to pay $548 
business tax on a piece of 
property owned by the gov¬ 
ernment and operated as a 
parking lot. 

Judge M.L.T. Drake, in a 
written decision, said the 
government is capable of 
carrying on resident busi¬ 
ness within the Municipal 
Act and it is not exempt from 
paying licence fees. 

Drake ruled that any 
bylaws the city may have 
passed in the exercise of its 
statutory powers bind the 
provincial government un¬ 
less there is some specific 
provision to the contrary. 

The city's legal adviser 
said the ruling meant the 
city may collect business 
taxes from the government 
for a variety of operations, 
including liquor stores and 
B.C. Buildings Corporation 
huldings. 

A separate court decision 
has forced the government 
to once again amend the 
Mineral Land Tax. passed by 
Ihe previous New Demo¬ 
cratic government, so that it 
does not have to return more 
than $39 million it already 
collected in mineral taxes 
during 1974, 1975 and 1976 

Mining companies had 
challenged the 1973 act in the 
courts and the Legislature 
approved a bill in 1977, as 
then-mines minister James 
Chabot said, to "make sure 
there are no refunds.” 

Chabot said the amend¬ 
ment was to correct the mis¬ 
takes of the past and ensure 
the assessments imposed 
would stand. 

Eight mining companies 
appealed and Mr. Justice 
Thomas Berger ruled that 
assessments made under the 
original legislation were null 
and void and that the amend¬ 
ing legislation could not be 
applied retroactively. 

Rebates in the amount of 
$7 million were ordered for 
Granduc, Newmont Mines 
Ltd., Sarco Canada Ltd.. Si- 
milkameen Mining Ltd., 
Granisle Cooper, Bethlehem 
Copper, Granby Mining Corp 
and Western Mines Ltd. 

Mines Minister James 
Hewitt said Thursday the la¬ 
test amendment is neces¬ 
sary because the "legisla¬ 
tion passed in 1977 to clarify 
the situation was not specific 
enough in its detail and we 
now have to go back and 
make clear the intent of the 
original amendment." 

A third court case has re¬ 
sulted in changes to the 
Motor Vehicle Act to make it 
clear that a person convicted 
of impaired driving or other 
criminal offences involving 
a motor vehicle has his driv¬ 
ing privileges automatically 
suspended and is not re¬ 
quired to be so notified. 

The omnibus bill also 
changes the Home Purchase 
'Assistance Act to allow first-

Housing Minister Chabot 
said the grant up until now 
had been restricted to 
buyers of new homes. 

"This means there will be 
two grants for first-home 
buyers—a $2,500 grant for 
families with children, and a 
$1,000 grant for all others.”

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No subsidies, no tax rebates 


Refugee family: $12,000 


Canadians who wish to 
sponsor a family of Vietnam 
ese refugees should be able 
to afford between $8,000 and 
$ 12,000 to pay for the fam¬ 
ily's expenses for the first 
year, church and immigra¬ 
tion officials say. 

"Individuals sponsoring 
refugees should be able to 
provide between $8,000 and 
$10,000 for the first year for a 
typical family of four," Vic¬ 
toria immigration officer 
Gerald Elliot said Thursday 
in an interview. 

$12,000 COSt 

And Rev. Bob MacRae, 
rector of St John's Anglican 
Church, said Thursday in an 
interview the cost of spon¬ 
soring a refugee family 
could go from a minimum of 
$8,000 up to $12,000, depend¬ 
ing on the size of the fam¬ 
ily- 

(However, as a compari¬ 
son, a family of four on wel¬ 
fare in Victoria receives 
about $7,680 a vear; a family 
of five, $8,680.) 

MacRae, the Canadian 
representative on the World 
Council of Churches' com¬ 
mission on inter-church aid, 
refugee and world service, 
said Thursday that unless 
governments were prepared 
to provide financial help to 
sponsoring citizens, the plan 
to admit 50,000 Indochinese 
refugees over the next two 
years might not material¬ 
ize. 

No subsidies 

Elliot said in the interview 
neither government subsi¬ 
dies nor income tax rebates 
would be available to indi¬ 
viduals sponsoring refu¬ 
gees. 

"The sponsoring group as¬ 
sumes complete responsi¬ 
bility and hopefully within a 
year the refugees will see 
some employment." 

Sponsors must be made up 
of groups of five individuals 
or more, each of whom 
should be capable of partici¬ 
pating financially, he said. 


‘Show strength ’ 

Sponsoring individuals 
don't have to post the money 
but must show they have 
"the strength within them¬ 
selves to generate that kind 
of money during the first 
year,” Elliot said. 

Meanwhile, social worker 
John Shields said Thursday 
in Victoria that some refu¬ 
gee families already in the 
community "have severe 
health needs such as inten¬ 
sive amoebic infections and 
dental problems," and that it 
would be helpful if the pro¬ 
vincial government waived 
the three-month residency 
requirement for medical 
plan elegibility. 


Central office 

Saanich Aid. John Mika, 
who earlier this month suc¬ 
cessfully introduced a mo¬ 
tion at council to coordinate 
sponsorship of refugees, 
said Thursday that the Inter- 
Cultural Association of 
Greater Victoria had agreed 
to operate a central infor¬ 
mation and co-ordinating of¬ 
fice for the sponsorship of 
Vietnamese refugees. 

The office on the fourth 
floor at 620 View Street and 
the phone number is 388-

Mika said the association 
was ideally suited to the role 
because it already had an 
immigration service that 
helped immigrants get to 
know the country.

OTTAWA — Flora Mac¬ 
Donald likes to take time out 
from her busy schedule as 
secretary of state for exter¬ 
nal affairs, to gaze out the 
large windows of her well 
appointed executive suite on 
top of the Pearson building. 

"It's a beautiful view, just 
look at it,” she says enthusi¬ 
astically to visitors. Her 
windows provide a pano¬ 
ramic view of the Gatineau 
Hills and the Ottawa River, 
an area steeped in history. 
Lying immediately below is 
Sussex Drive and off to one 
side the handsome heritage 
home in which Sir John A. 
Macdonald died. 

Owned by the British gov¬ 
ernment it is British terri¬ 
tory as the official residence 
for the High Commissioner 
to Canada. Flora is a great 
admirer of Sir John A. and 
sharing the same name feels 
she has close links with the 
grand old Conservative. 

She'll point out the window 
of the bedroom where the 
political warrior breathed 
his last, “some day we’ll get 
that back for Canada.” she 
says with quiet determina¬ 
tion. 

"THE BRITISH are hard 
bargainers, you'll have to 
pay a lot of money, or pro¬ 
vide them with a residence in 
fair exchange," her visitor 
warns. 

"We'll do it,” she says. 
And knowing her ability to 
get things done, you can't 
help but believe it. 

She has covered a lot of 
territory since being sworn 
into office last month. Dur¬ 
ing her visits to Paris and 
later to Tokyo she was dis¬ 
mayed to discover that in 
regular period—when no 
summit meeting is in 
progress—Canada has no 
Canadian Press full time 
representatives in either 
capital. There are 414 for¬ 
eign correspondents in 
Japan and not one Canadian, 
she points out. In the near 
future she hopes the Cana¬ 
dian publishers can improve 
on that situation. 

Questioned about Interna¬ 
tional Trade Minister Mi¬ 
chael Wilson’s Toronto 
speech in mid-June suggest¬ 
ing there would be greater 
stress on increasing ties with 
the U.S. and lessening of the 
emphasis on Pierre_Tru- 
deau's Third Option," Miss 
MacDonald says the trade 
options have to be thorough¬ 
ly examined in cabinet. That 
has not yet been done. 

SHE SAID this country 
should be taking advantage 
of every opportunity to de¬ 
velop trade. Canada has got 
to persuade the Japanese for 
example that it is not just 
a resource rich country but 
that it is a manufacturing 
country. She also thinks Can¬ 
ada has a great opportunity 
to develop greater trade with 
South America. 

An assessment of our trad¬ 
ing relationships is being de¬ 
veloped. Trading policies 
have to be discussed as they 
relate to foreign policy. In 
' Paris she had a talk about 
policy with Gerard Pelletier, 
Canada’s ambassador to 
France, and has indicated to 
the department he will be 
staying on "for the time 
being.” 

She is preparing for the 
upcoming visit to black Afri¬ 
ca at the end of this month. 
She has had a brief respite 
f rom the tiring schedule with 
a short holiday in Quebec 
where she brushed up on her 
French. 

She’s a determined woman 
who has made her mark in 
opposition and now is ready 
to make her contribution 4s a 
senior ranking member of 
the cabinet. Miss MacDon¬ 
ald was one of Prime Minis¬ 
ter Clark’s top notch choices 
for the first Tory cabinet in 
16 years. 

SINCE BEING sworn into 
office June 4 life has been 
hectic. The Arab fiasco was 
dumped in her lap when 
Clark—as he now says— 
"spoke too soon" in declar¬ 
ing his government’s policy 
of shifting the Canadian em¬ 
bassy from Tel Aviv to Jeru¬ 
salem. External affairs had 
to bear the brunt of the up¬ 
roar that followed, with the 
Arab world warning it would 
retaliate. Businessmen were 
worried. 

Smooth talking Flora 
stepped in to get the govern¬ 
ment off the hook. Quietly 
but expertly she extricated 
her leader from the diplo¬ 
matic morass he had stum¬ 
bled into. Arab diplomats 
emerged from a session with 
the new minister convinced 
that all would be well. 


Soon after assuming her 
post she had to prepare for 
the meetings of the Orga¬ 
nization for Economic Co-op¬ 
eration and Development in 
Paris last month. There she 
made her first ministerial 
speech and urged major in¬ 
dustrial countries to con¬ 
tinue to assist developing na¬ 
tions. She stressed that 
foreign aid would continue to 
have a high priority while 
she was Canada's foreign 
minister. 

THERE HAD been long, 
detailed briefing sessions for 
the OECD meetings. In addi¬ 
tion there had to be exhaus¬ 
tive briefing sessions from 
her officials in preparation 
for the Tokyo summit held 
later in June. “I can’t say too 
much in praise of the offi¬ 
cials in my department. 
They did a good job making 
sure I was prepared,” she 
says. As a result look for 
little change in foreign 
policy. 

Her enthusiasm shines 
from her face. It is infec¬ 
tious. She loves her new job 
and revels in the hard work 
and long hours. After seven 
years in opposition and after 
many years as a party work¬ 
er watching the Conserva¬ 
tives suffer defeat at the 
hands of the Liberals it is 
refreshing to be in power. 

Her beige two-piece tai¬ 
lored suit, worn with a brown 
blouse and patterned scarf 
make her look cool and ele¬ 
gant even at the end of a 
long working day. She has 
made a lot of friends within 
the Tory party and outside it, 
and the>*are all delighted to 
see her talents recognized. 
They have written and called 
to tell her so. Some of her 
right wing colleagues don’t 
appreciate her left wing 
leanings, but she has com¬ 
pany in the cabinet

It's refreshing to be in power 


SHE HAS a great admira¬ 
tion for the way Clark han¬ 
dled himself during his first 
major test as a world leader 
at the Tokyo conference. She 
knew the press reports sug¬ 
gesting he was a "bumbling, 
fumbling" individual were 
wrong and she enjoys relat¬ 
ing how the prime minister 
won plaudits from other 
leaders and officials at the 


conference for his contribu¬ 
tions. 

“It was entirely different 
from any other conference I 
had attended as an observer. 
In Tokyo we were on our 
own. The seven leaders, the 
seven foreign ministers and 
the seven finance ministers. 
We were in a room, all 21 of 
us with only seven note- 
takers and no officials. 


That’s when the good solid 
briefings paid off," she 
said. 

"I was very impressed 
with the way our prime min¬ 
ister performed. He knew 
when to make a contribution, 
when he could help out and 
when interventions were not 
necessary,” she said. 

THE THREE delegations 
that appeared to form the 
closest associations with 
Canada were the United 
States, France and West 
Germany. She was particu¬ 
larly pleased about the rap¬ 
port with France that devel¬ 
oped. That was partly due to 
the fact the French dele¬ 
gates were seated next to 
Canada. Across the table 
was the West German 
group. 

She said that Clark and 
U.S. President Carter met 
informally and "hit it off 
immediately." The presi¬ 
dent was pleased to accept 
the invitation to visit Ottawa 
this fall and she is convinced 
the two men will establish a 
good solid working relation¬ 
ship.

They offered her a 
job and there she remained 
for the next nine years be¬ 
coming executive director 
for the Progressive Conser¬ 
vative headquarters and ul¬ 
timately national secretary 
of the party.

She holds no grudges. "I 
suppose in the job I held then 
it was bound to happen that 
I’d catch it from both sides.” 
She left in 1966 and the.Tory 
party lost a valuable worker, 
but she was soon to return. 

SHE WAS offered a post 
with an advertising agency 
in Toronto. A television sta 
tion in Ottawa sought her 
services and a position with 
the political science faculty 


at Queen's University beck¬ 
oned. 

She decided on the lat¬ 
ter because it offered a base 
on which she could build a 
political career. 

-She is what is described as 
a “political animal." She 
stayed at that post until 1972 
and later attended National 
Defence College specializing 
in Canadian and internation¬ 
al studies. 

She established her home

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Hydro fears gas sale may sacrifice Island

The fate of a natural gas 
line to Vancouver Island 
could depend on the outcome 
of a National Energy Board 
hearing to be held in Calgary 
Monday. 

And the two major parties 
involved in that hearing ap¬ 
pear to be at odds on what the 
NEB decision should be. 

At issue on Monday will be 
an application from West- 
coast Transmission to ex¬ 
port an extra 60 million cubic 
feet of natural gas a day 


from B.C. to the United 
States. 

The government through. 
Mines, Energy and Petro¬ 
leum Resources Minister 
James Hewitt, has already 
given its blessing to the ex¬ 
port licence which would see 
El Paso Natural Gas of the 
U S. paying between $75 and 
$90 million a year into pro¬ 
vincial coffers. 

Hydro has already pro¬ 
tested against the issuance 
of the export licence until 
natural gas reserves can be 
guaranteed in such quantity 


that the needs of British Co¬ 
lumbians, particularly Van¬ 
couver Islanders, are as¬ 
sured. 

Two weeks ago when the 
Westcoast application was 
first heard in Ottawa the 
B.C. Petroleum Corporation, 
the crown agency respon-" 
slble for natural gas sales, 
announced that itcould meet 
Westcoast requirements. 
And Hewitt, in Victoria, an¬ 
nounced the sale as a fait 
accompli. 

But at the hearing in Ot¬ 
tawa, Hydro appeared as an 


intervener with what had the 
appearance of a series of 
hard demands that B.C. con¬ 
sumers be given solid guar¬ 
antees of supply before the 
export licence was ap¬ 
proved. 


At that hearing Hydro 
stated categorically that the 
export licence should only be 
granted when there was a 
guaranteed surplus of natu¬ 
ral gas In B.C. At that time, 
Hydro said, the surplus 
could be exported without 
fear of deprivation to pres¬ 


ent and potential natural gas 
users in the province. 

it also warned that should 
the export licence be granted 
without the guarantee of 
supply for Vancouver Is¬ 
land. the option of a natural 
gas line to the Island "would 
be foreclosed.” 

With the government 
backing the export sales for 
the $75-$90 million profit, 
and Hydro apparently trying 
to protect supplies for the 
future, there were two days 
of confusion during and fol¬ 
lowing the Ottawa hearing 


whil the two agencies got 
their act together. 

When that was accom¬ 
plished, Hewitt announced 
that in reality the govern¬ 
ment and Hydro were on the 
same track and that reports 
of differences between the 
two “were more perceived 
by the media than real." 

Thursday he still insisted 
that the lines of communica¬ 
tion between his staff and 
Hydro were excellent and 
that the crown corporation 
and the government were on 
the same track. 


Asked if Hydro would be 
appearing in Calgary as in¬ 
terveners, as they did in Ot¬ 
tawa, Hewitt said "Hydro 
will be there to express in 
some detail their concerns, 
and our concerns. We are 
both concerned with the 
same problem.” 

Basically, he said, the gov¬ 
ernment finds itself able to 
support the Westcoast appli¬ 
cation “if the supplies of gas 
are there, and that is what 
Hydro is also saying." 

But as far back as June 6 
when Hydro filed its notice 


of intent to intervene in the 
Ottawa hearings the power 
corporation appeared to be 
establishing a hard line, with 
a natural gas pipeline to 
Vancouver Island the key to 
its arguments. 

After listing details of its 
supply system on the Lower 
Mainland, the letter to the 
NEB nofed that Hydro also 
served "some 5,000 gas cus¬ 
tomers in Victoria who cur¬ 
rently consume some 3,630, 
000 therms of butane-air gas

The demonstators, seeking more aid for the refu¬ 
gees, had marched to the White House after hearing 
a concert by singer Joan Baez at the Lincoln Memo¬ 
rial. 

“Your spirit of caring for other people is exactly 
what we need all over this nation," he said.

Charity for children 
labelled crime front 


NEW YORK (UPI) — A 
charitable organization for • 
the United Nation’s “Inter¬ 
national Year of the Child” 
is actually a front organiza¬ 
tion for a convicted felon 
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who used to group to gain 
access to the White House 
and possibly “launder” 
money from illegal drug and 
weapons sales, ABC News 
said Thursday night. 

A network news program, 
20-20, said John Ellsworth, 
head of the suspect “Inter¬ 
national Children’s Appeal," 
is a convicted forger and 
former government inform¬ 
er who is associated with 
"big time international drug 
traffickers.” It said Ells¬ 
worth once sponsored a lun¬ 
cheon to benefit one of First 
Lady Rosalynn Carter’s fa¬ 
vorite charities In an effort 
to gain legitimacy for his 
organization. 

Others touched by Ells¬ 
worth’s activities but ap¬ 
parently unaware of his past 
were Senator Edward Ken¬ 
nedy and actress Jane Rus¬ 
sell, the program said. 

Ellsworth and his organi¬ 
zation have vacated their 
Manhattan offices, walking 
out on unpaid bills estimated 
at $250,009, newsman Dave 
Marash said. 

Marash interviewed a man 
he identified as a former 
Ellsworth associate who 
claimed “International Chil¬ 
dren’s Appeal" was a “front 


for taking money from other 
types of businesses, mostly 
illegal businesses, and wash¬ 
ing the money to make it 
clean.” 

Ellsworth, asked about 
using the group as a possible 
front for drug and gun deals, 
said: “To my knowledge, I 
myself am not involved,” 
Ellsworth said. "I cannot 
speak directly for what other 
people have done.”

Pickup competent, say peers; 
Indians outraged

A decision by the B.C. Col¬ 
lege of Physicians and Sur¬ 
geons not to suspend the 
licence of an Alert Bay doc¬ 
tor found negligent by a 
coroner's jury in the Jan. 22 
death of an 11-year-old In¬ 
dian girl, has been branded 
an outrage by the Nimpkish 
Band council. 

The college’s executive 
committee found Dr. Jack 
Pickup is competent and de¬ 
monstrated not only a satis¬ 
factory background of 
knowledge but more than 


adequate skills in diagnosis 
and management, college 
deputy registrar Dr. Craig 
Arnold told the Colonist in an 
interview Thursday. 

The jury ruled last month 
that Renee Smith died of 
severe general peritonitis, 
ruptured appendix and acute 
gangrenous appendicitis due 
to failure on Pickup’s part to 
apply adequate medical care 
and procedures. 


“The college's decision is 
an outrage,” said Nimpkish 
band spokesman Dara Cul- 
hane. 

“In light of evidence pre¬ 
sented by the band (to the 
college), as well as evidence 
presented at the inquest, the 
fact that the college finds 
Pickup competent means the 
college condones and ac¬ 
cepts a substandard level of 
competency from all doctors 


for all residents of B.C. 

"If this is so, it would seem 
consideration should be 
given to an out-of-province 
evaluation of the college 
setup for the protection of all 
B.C. residents,” Culhane 
said. 

"If, as the college be¬ 
lieves, Pickup possesses 
adequate skills in diagnosis 
and management, the ques¬ 
tion begging an answer is 


why did Renee die," she 
said. 

Smith family lawyer 
Harry Rankin pulled no 
punches in describing the 
college's finding as “the 
most colossal whitewash job 
I’ve ever seen."

Nanaimo bathtub race

NANAIMO — Tub fever has struck again! 

On Sunday morning the waters of the Nanaimo Har¬ 
bor will be churning with activity when a swarm of 
tubs, triggered by the blast of howitzers, sets- forth on 
the 13th annual World Championship Bathtub Race. 

The 36-mile race ending at Vancouver’s Kitsilano 
Beach is scheduled to commence at 10 a.m. from be¬ 
hind the Civic Arena, but could be delayed if the 
weather is extremely poor, which is highly unlikely. 

There are some new features to this year’s competi¬ 
tion. 

Loyal Nanaimo Bathtub Society Commodore Bob 
Pedersen notes an added dimension this year with the 
merging of the LNBS and Carling O'Keefe Breweries 
of Canada. 

Carling’s has been associated with the finish line in 
Vancouver for the last 11 years, but this year it’s going 
for the Nanaimo action as well. 

Also new this year is the Bathtub Flagship, the SS 
Master—the last of British Columbia's steam tugs. 

Nearly 80 years old, this proud vessel will be open 
for public tours at the Government Wharf in Nanaimo 
this weekend. 

As of Wednesday the entries were evenly split be¬ 
tween local folk and out-of-towners. 

The majority of the tubbers don't register until a 
day or two before the race, so the number of paticipants 
could easily increase three fold. 

Last year’s winner, Gary Deathridge from Austra¬ 


lia, is on the slate again this year, but he may well be 
outdone by his fellow countryman Dave Bonnici, 
champion of the Australian bathtub races. 

They’re both expected to get some keen competition 
from Nanaimo's Tim Denbigh, who won the Nanaimo 
Good Times race two weeks ago. 

Denbigh has been spending these last two weeks re¬ 
building his winning tub, Straight Legal, and it’s now- 
20 pounds lighter. 

Bathtub season in Nanaimo involves far more than 
the world-famous, chaotic Sunday morning race. 

There’s a full program slated of pre-tub events. 

This evening at 9 p.m. the Serauxmen, sponsoring 
the King Neptune Dance, are bringing Windjammer to 
the Civic Arena. 

There are the pther things happening tonight next to 
the arena in Georgia Park. 

The Sacrifice to the Gods ceremony is at 10 p.m., 
followed by a show of fireworks. 

Saturday is packed with tub-related activities, 
starting with a 7:30 pancake breakfast in the Civic 
Arena parking lot. 

After the Pqrade on Wheels through downtown 
Nanaimo in the morning, the Bavarian beer garden will 
be held behind the arena at noon. 

Afternoon events include zodiac soccer, a sailpast 
of tubs and a number of special races all happening on 
the water at Georgia Park. 

Saturday night boogie features the Downchild Blues 
band in the Civic Arena. 


NANAIMO — The Society for the Pre¬ 
vention of Cruelty to Animals received 
considerable attention at this week's city 
council meeting.

Cowichan crossing guard 

School decision 
‘unfortunate,’ 
minister claims 


DUNCAN — A decision 
by the Cowichan District 
school board to eliminate 
a school crossing guard 
on the Trans-Canada 
Highway at Koksilan, 
three kilometres south of 
Duncan, has been termed 
“unfortunate” by Trans¬ 
portation, Communica¬ 
tions and Highways Min¬ 
ister Alex Fraser. 

The school board made 
the decision two months 
ago in the belief it would 
be unsafe for a guard to 
control the school cross¬ 
ing when four-laning of 
the highway at that point 
is finished. 

The board requested the 
highways ministry to install 
a pedestrian overpass to re¬ 
place the crosswalk. 

“I have already author¬ 
ized proceeding with the de¬ 
sign of a pedestrian overpass 
to serve the school and the 
public when we four-lane the 
Koksilah section of the high¬ 
way,” Fraser said in a press 
release. 

"However, other factors 
are involved, and tome delay 
in four-laning the section is 
anticipated. 

"There is an application 
before federal authorities 
for abandonment of the rail 
spur line served by an exist¬ 
ing timber trestle," Fraser 
said, referring to Canadian 
National Railways' applica¬ 
tion to abandon the Youbou- 
to-Cowichan Bay line, which 
crosses the highway a short 
distance from the cross¬ 
walk. 

“If the abandonment ap¬ 
plication is rejected, then we 
must apply for a construc¬ 
tion order from Ottawa to 
replace the trestle with a 
suitable one to accommo¬ 
date the widened section of 
the highway. 

"While we await the out¬ 
come of this matter, we are 
continuing to go ahead with 
the bridges at the Koksilah 
and Cowichan rivers, and the 


widening of the highway at 
the bridge approaches, the 
rest of the widening and the 
overpass being delayed," 
said the minister. 

“Rumors that the existing 
pedestrian signal is to be 
abandoned are untrue. The 
signal will be maintained 
until the pedestrian overpass 


is in operation. 

"It is therefore hoped that 
the school board will con¬ 
tinue to utilize the adult- 
operated pedestrian traffic 
control light adjacent to the 
B.C. Forest Service nursery 
and that the guard will be 
retained until the signal is 
eliminated.” 


Skelly launches 
helicopter bids 

PORT HARDY — Ray Skelly, newly-elected MP 
for Comox-Powell River, has asked Defence Minis¬ 
ter Allan McKinnon to station two additional search- 
and-rescue helicopters in the mid-coast area. 

McKinnon recently announced that the West 
Coast search-and-rescue capability would be in¬ 
creased by two helicopters but said they would be 
stationed at Pat Bay near Victoria. 

Skelly has asked the minister to reconsider the 
location and suggested the mid-coast region, "pre¬ 
ferably at Port Hardy.” 

Skelly noted there were no search-and-rescue 
copters stationed between Comox and Alaska. 

The new MP holds a privtate pilot's licence. 

Meanwhile, plans are well underway for the 
fourth annual fly-in at Alert Bay Aug. 25 and 26. 

The fly-in will be part of the celebrations to mark 
the official opening of the newly-paved airstrip, 
which is scheduled to be completed by the end of 
July.

Logger day comes in from cold

DUNCAN — The loggers’ sports day event, 
anticipated as one of the highlights of the 
Duncan-Cowichan Summer Festival coming up 
the first weekend in August, has finally found a 
home. 

After almost giving up in frustration, the 
committee organizing the event has decided to 
take the path of least resistance, according to 
committee chairman Tony Kant, and accept an 
offer from the Cowichan fyigby Club to hold the 
loggers’ sports on the club’s seven-acre prop¬ 
erty at Herd Road on Aug. 5. 

The rugby club property is the fifth loca¬ 
tion considered by the committee. 

Last week the B.C. Forest Museum was all 
but finalized as the site of the logger competi¬ 
tions, but the board of directors for the mu¬ 
seum barely approved the event by a 7-6 vote, 
with the beer gardens accompanying the sports 
day a subject of debate. 

Resistance from city council earlier ruled 
out Centennial Park and McAdam Park, uncer¬ 


tainty about tenure ruled out Indian property 
behind the Mound parking lot and excessive 
restricions prohibited use of the Cowichan Ex¬ 
hibition grounds, the committee said. 

“You start to feel like a Vietnamese refu¬ 
gee after a while,” commented committee 
member Ken Paskin at the group’s meeting 
last week. 

Also present at the meeting was Cowichan 
Rugby Club representative Derek Garside. 
When he heard the committee’s dilemma and 
outright anger at the persistent problems in 
staging what they considered to be long-over- 
due summer promotional event for the Cowi¬ 
chan Valley, he made a few phone calls and 
within minutes offered the rugby club grounds 
with no restrictions. 

The McAdam-Rotary Park area is still 
favored by many of the committee members, 
including Shawnigan logging sports veteran 
Jube Wickheim, who claims it would be the best 
location for such an event in the province. 


But after encountering resistance from 
residents near the site (estimates of the num¬ 
ber of complaints range from two to 22), city- 
council urged the committee to investigate 
alternate sites.

Engineers

A blistering attack on 
municipal and provincial 
engineers was launched 
Wednesday by Saanich 
Mayor Mel Couvelier, as 
Capital Region Board direc¬ 
tors considered the possibil¬ 
ity of an east-west road 
through Saanieh from Gor¬ 
don Head to Munns Road and 
the Highlands. 

ENGINEERS, he said, are 
interested only in moving as 
many people as possible in 
as short a time as possible. 
They are not interested in 


the aspirations of residents 
of an area, or whether they 
prefer fewer roads. They 
keep planning roads even 
when directed otherwise by 
politicians, Couvelier said. 

They continue to plan 
roads, and "roads attract 
cars, as bees to honey. 

"The problem is we are 
creating engineers with 
their little metal rings and 
their sole objective is to 
move people and they con¬ 
sider the job well done if they 
can move them two minutes 
quicker. 

"WE SHOULD tell the 
engineers to stick it in their 

ear.”

He said Saanich had told 
engineers and planners 
clearly that no future major 
road will be allowed across 
Blenkinsop Valley, and there 
should be no further discus¬ 
sion of such an east-west 
route. 

The transportation plan¬ 
ning committee was discus¬ 
sing a detailed report on an 
east-west route, but plan¬ 
ners were finally told to get 
together with Saanich plan¬ 
ners and report on the pos¬ 
sible effects of other traffic 
routes, which would see the 
improvement of Burnside 
Road, realignment of Wil¬ 
kinson Road, and a full inter¬ 


change at Quadra and Dopg- 
las £ 

COUVELIER noted that 
according to the report, 
plans for development of 
North Quadra as a link be¬ 
tween Pat Bay Highway and 
Quadra Street had been de¬ 
leted in spite of highways 
ministry resistance. 

"That is absolutely not 
so," he said. 

"The minister of highways 
was under pressure from 
staff that Quadra Street sec¬ 
tion remain in. but we had 
discussions with the minis¬ 
ter and Saanich council was 
satisfied, unequivocally, 
that that section hasn't hap¬ 


pened, and will not happen, 
and that is it.” 

Couvelier questioned traf¬ 
fic projections based on an 
increasing population in the 
Highlands. 

HE SAID the CRD has 
turned its back on develop¬ 
ment of the Highlands, 
which is to remain as a wil¬ 
derness area. 

(In fact, latest rezoning 
bylaws in the works retain 
4,000 acres of the Highlands' 
13,000 acres as an urban re¬ 
serve for concentrated hous¬ 
ing as the regional popula¬ 
tion increases. Couvelier 
voted in favor of the bylaws 
which also allow more inten¬ 
sive development immedi¬ 


ately in four small dis¬ 
tricts.) 

“The board agreed that 
the Highlands was going to 
be sacrosanct so that CRD 
residents could enjoy a wil¬ 
derness area, with the ex¬ 
ception of some small 
areas,” said Couvelier. 

“What about the urban re¬ 
serve?” asked Metchosin’s 
Mac Tipton. 

"THAT DOESN’T mean a 
thing,” retorted Couvelier. 
“The whole of B.C. is avail¬ 
able for urban development 
at some time.” 

He said planning staff 
members should listen to 
politicians, and not continue 


to plan for 320,000 people in 
the Capital Region by 1996. 

"My engineers still Insist 
with department of high¬ 
ways engineers that we will 
have half-mile grids marked 
out over Saanich for roads. 

"DEPARTMENT of high¬ 
ways engineers still cling to 
that like they are going down 
for the third time. 

"We gave staff clear 
directions as to what we 
want. 

“We have said we won’t 
accept half-mile grids." 

He said Saanich residents 
have acclimatized them¬ 
selves to slower travel and 
roundabout routes in order 
to preserve current lifes¬ 


tyles. More roads would 
bring development 
pressure. 

"If we want to preserve 
lifestyles the way we do it is 
not macadamizing the whole 
damn area so that engineers 
can move traffic if it ever 
materializes.” 

ESQUIMALT Mayor Art 
Young pointed out that the 
thrust of the regional plan is 
to direct any housing away 
from agricultural land in the 
Saanich Peninsula and into 
the Highlands as populations 
increased. He said the plan¬ 
ning staff in making its 
transportation report was 
reflecting that thrust.

Meet the odd couple!

Victoria’s Sealand is the setting for a unique 
marine version of the lion and the lamb tale. 

About six months ago Shadow, a rambunctious 
young female fur seal, took up residence in the same 
pool with Miracle, the young killer whale that attract¬ 
ed national attention for her miraculous rescue and 
recovery in the summer of 1977. 

It's a rare friendship, as seals are normally 
breakfast for whales in the wild, but these two pool 
pals get along perfectly. 

Sealand's Angus Matthews said Wednesday the 
fur seal as a species is outgoing, even aggressive by 
nature, and it was felt Shadow would be a perfect 
companion for the somewhat shy whale. 

“Miracle was raised by and is very dependent on 
people. She's quite timid and shy for a killer whale, 
while the fur seal isn’t afraid of anything," he said. 
"They're the best of friends." 

' 'This would never occur in the wild. A fur seal fs a 
treat for killer whales and would be gone in about 


three bites. Shadow would be a particular delicacy 
because she's so fat." 

Instead, the two spend hours cavorting together in 
their pool. 

Shadow will playfully nip Miracle's flukes and 
chase her around the pool trying to steal fish right out 
of her mouth. 

On the other hand, Miracle has a favorite trick she 
plays on Shadow. The fur seal enjoys clambering out 
to sun herself at poolside and Miracle will sneak up. 
gently take hold of an overhanging flipper and pull the 
sleeping seal back into the water. 

Observers claim there is a positive look of 
astonishment on Shadow’s face when this happens. 

Shadow is lucky to be alive, let alone the pal of a 
killer whale. Like Miracle, she recovered from a 
serious injury. 

The seal was found Jan. 20, 1978, tangled up in a 
fishing net and washed up on a beach near Point No 
Point. She was taken to Sealand where it took 65 
stiches to dose the net wound around her neck. 

Now Shadow is a happy half of Victoria’s new odd 
couple. You might say it’s a tale of a whale with a seal 
of approval. 


Tie vote snags 
municipal pact 


Contract settlement be¬ 
tween the core municipali¬ 
ties and five locals of the 
Canadian Union of Public 
Employees ran into an un¬ 
precedented snag late Wed¬ 
nesday night—a tie vote by 
one local after the other four 
had voted acceptance of a 
proposed two-year package. 

The 500-member Saanich 
local, biggest of the five, left 
theprospectof settlement up 
in the air when more than 200 
of its members found them¬ 
selves evenly divided. 

Left with a puzzle it never 
had to solve before, the 
local’s executive decided to 
call another vote for 8 p.m. 
today. They hadn't rounded 
up a meeting place and were 
sending out a plea for par¬ 
ticipation from all members 
who didn't vote Wednesday 
night. 

"If they haven’t heard any 
more about it by 3 p.m. 
Thursday they should get in 
touch with a member of the 
negotiating committee," an 
executive said. 

The local covering inside 
school board employees also 
voted Wednesday night, fa¬ 
voring the offer by a margin 
of 90 per cent. 

Tuesday night three other 
locals accepted the package 
—the outside school board 
workers by 63 per cent, Es¬ 
quimau employees by 85 per 
cent, and the Victoria out¬ 
side workers by 58 per cent. 


The five locals bargained 
together as the Joint Nego¬ 
tiating Committee. Three 
others bargained separate¬ 


ly and accepted a slightly 
ynaller offer earlier. They 
represent public library, 
Victoria inside staff and 
Capital Region District em¬ 
ployees. 

The original offer provid¬ 


ed wage increases of 7.25 per 
cent in each year. The new 
offer is reportedly based on 
the Vancouver settlement 
and includes cost-of-living 
features and slightly better 
pay increases. 


Death penalty 
by needle 
urged by MP 


Forget the noose—Donald 
Munro wants the needle in¬ 
stead for convicted murder¬ 
ers. 

A longtime advocate of the 
death penalty, the Esqui- 
malt-Saanich Tory MP will 
sponsor a private member's 
bill to that effect and calling 
for reinstatement of the 
death penalty that was abo¬ 
lished in a free vote in June, 
1976. 

To avoid an expected on¬ 
slaught of similar bills when 
the Commons opens in the 
fall, Munro is calling on 
other MPs to "multi-spon¬ 
sor" a single bill. Munro, in a 
phone interview from Ot¬ 
tawa Wednesday, said he 
was uncertain how many 
other MPs were preparing 
similar bills but he knew of 
“two or three others" within 
the Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive caucus. 

Munro said he would begin 
by petitioning for support for 
the bill from those MPs, re¬ 
gardless of affiliation, who 


opposed abolition in the last 
vote. 

Capital punishment was 
stopped in Canada in 1971 for 
all crimes except murder of 
policemen and prison guards 
and abolished in 1976 by a 
130-124 margin in a free vote 
in the Commons. Among 
those voting against the 
death penalty was Prime 
Minister Clark who has said 
his government will not in¬ 
troduce legislation on its 
own. 

Munro accused the media 
of distorting the whole death 
penalty issue by limiting it to 
hanging which "has all sorts 
of connotations that causes 
people to cringe.” 

"I’m not for the noose,” 
said Munro. who is proposing 
fatal injections as an "une¬ 
motional" alternative to 
hanging. 

(Munro is not alone in his 
desire for capital punish¬ 
ment but opposition to hang¬ 
ing. Canadian Police Asso¬ 
ciation president Sgt. Phil

Housing co-op heads 
for knockdown fight 


A meeting aimed at ending 
a conflict over operations at 
Marigold Housing Co-opera¬ 
tive Association has been 
called for July 30. 

However, the timing and 
agenda of the meeting are al¬ 
ready being challenged by 
the leader of a group of dissi¬ 
dent members of the co-op¬ 
erative. 

All 86 members have re¬ 
ceived a copy of the notice 
from the bdhrd of directors 
setting the meeting for 8 
p.m. in the co-operative's 
day-care room. 

The agenda calls for a vote 
of confidence in the nine- 
member board before any 
other business is discussed, 
which dissident member Er¬ 
nest Blow described Wednes¬ 
day as “loading the dice." 

Also on the agenda is “dis¬ 


cussion" on a petition cir¬ 
culated by Blow earlier this 
month calling for the disso¬ 
lution of the present board of 
directors and firing of man¬ 
ager William McElroy. 

Using the authority of his 
petition, Blow has called his 
own special meeting of the 
membership Wednesday, 
Aug. 8, and in the meantime 
is seeking an injunction 
today prohibiting the board’s 
meeting from proceeding 

Blow said that under the 
co-operative’s bylaws, the 
board was legally obliged to 
call a general membership 
meeting when petitioned to 
do so, to consider what was 
i on the petition. 

The agenda also calls for 
passage of special resolu¬ 
tions expelling Blow and an¬ 
other petition signer. The 


resolution says he "acted in 
a manner which has been 
and is detrimental" to the 
co-operative, partly because 
he contacted the Colonist 
about his concerns over the 
way the co-operative’s af¬ 
fairs are being run. 

The 73-year-old former 
test pilot, flying instructor 
and bush pilot obtained most 
of his signatures by produc¬ 
ing a sworn affidavit quoting 
McElroy as saying a raise in 
monthly assessments of $33 
is coming in October with 
another early in 1980. This 
follows an ihcrease effective 
July 1, the first in nearly 
three years’ operation.

OTTAWA — Flora Mac¬ 
Donald likes to take time out 
from her busy schedule as 
secretary of state for exter¬ 
nal affairs, to gaze out the 
large windows of her well 
appointed executive suite on 
top of the Pearson building. 

“It’s a beautiful view, just 
look at it," she says enthusi¬ 
astically to visitors. Her 
windows provide a pano¬ 
ramic view of the Gatineau 
Hills and the Ottawa River, 
an area steeped in history. 
Lying immediately below is 
Sussex Drive and off to one 
side the handsome heritage 
home in which Sir John A. 
Macdonald died. 

Owned by the British gov¬ 
ernment it is British terri¬ 
tory as the official residence 
for the High Commissioner 
to Canada. Flora is a great 
admirer of Sir John A. and 
sharing the same name feels 
she has close links with the 
grand old Conservative. 

She’ll point out the window 
of the bedroom where the 
political warrior breathed 
his last, “some day we’ll get 
that back for Canada,” she 
says with quiet determina¬ 
tion. 

“THE BRITISH are hard 

bargainers, you’ll have to 
pay a lot of money, or pro¬ 
vide them with a residence in 
fair exchange,” her visitor 
warns. 

“We’ll do it,” she says. 
And knowing her ability to 
get things done, you can’t 
help but believe it. 

She has covered a lot of 
territory since being sworn 
into office last month. Dur¬ 
ing her visits to Paris and 
later to Tokyo she was dis¬ 
mayed to discover that in 
regular period—when no 
summit meeting is in 
progress—Canada has no 
Canadian Press full time 
representatives in cither 
capital. There are 414 for¬ 
eign correspondents in 
Japan and not one Canadian, 
she points out. In the near 
future she hopes the Cana¬ 
dian publishers can improve 
on that situation. 

Questioned about Interna¬ 
tional Trade Minister Mi¬ 
chael Wilson’s Toronto 
speech in mid-June suggest¬ 
ing there would be greater 
stress on increasing ties with 
the U.S. and lessening of the 
emphasis on Pierre Tru¬ 
deau’s Third Option, Miss 
MacDonald says the trade 
options have to be thorough¬ 
ly examined in cabinet. That 
has not yet been done. 

SHE SAID this country 
should be taking advantage 
of every opportunity to de- 
• velop trade. Canada has got 
to persuade the Japanese for 
example that it is not just 
a resource rich country but 
that it is a manufacturing 
country. She also thinks Can¬ 
ada has a great opportunity 
to develop greater trade with 
South America. 

An assessment of our trad¬ 
ing relationships is being de¬ 
veloped. Trading policies 
have to be discussed as they 
relate to foreign policy. In 
Paris she had a talk about 
policy with Gerard Pelletier, 
Canada's ambassador to 
France, and has indicated to 
the department he will be 
staying on “for the time 
being.” 

She is preparing for the 
upcoming visit to black Afri¬ 
ca at the end of this month. 
She has had a brief respite 
f rom the tiring schedule with 
a short holiday in Quebec 
where she brushed up on her 
French. 

She’s a determined woman 
who has made her mark in 
opposition and now is ready 
to make her contribution as a 
senior ranking member of 
the cabinet. Miss MacDon¬ 
ald was one of Prime Minis¬ 
ter Clark’s top notch choices 
for the first Tory cabinet in 
16 years. 

SINCE BEING sworn into 
office June 4 life has been 
hectic. The Arab fiasco was 
dumped in her lap when 
Clark—as he now says— 
"spoke too soon" in declar¬ 
ing his government's policy 
of shifting the Canadian em¬ 
bassy from Tel Aviv to Jcru 
salem. External affairs had 
to bear the brunt of the up¬ 
roar that followed, with the 
Arab world warning it would 
retaliate. Businessmen were 
worried. 

Smooth talking Flora 
stepped in to get the govern¬ 
ment off the hook. Quietly 
bulr expertly she extricated 
her leader from the diplo¬ 
matic morass he had stum¬ 
bled into. Arab diplomats 
emerged from a session with 
the new minister convinced 
that all would be well. 


Soon after assuming her 
post she had to prepare for 
the meetings of the Orga¬ 
nization for Economic Co-op- 
eratlon and Development in 
Paris last month. There she 
made her first ministerial 
speech and urged major in¬ 
dustrial countries to con¬ 
tinue to assist developing na¬ 
tions. She stressed that 
foreign aid would continue to 
have a high priority while 
she was Canada’s foreign 
minister. 

THERE HAD been long, 
detailed briefing sessions for 
the OECD meetings. In addi¬ 
tion there had to be exhaus¬ 
tive briefing sessions from 
her officials in preparation 
for the Tokyo summit held 
later in June. “I can't say too 
much in praise of the offi¬ 
cials in my department. 
They did a good job making 
sure I was prepared,” she 
says. As a result look for 
little change in foreign 
policy. 

Her enthusiasm shines 
from her face. It is infec¬ 
tious. She loves her new job 
and revels in the hard work 
and long hours. After seven 
years in opposition and after 
many years as a party work¬ 
er watching the Conserva¬ 
tives suffer defeat at the 
hands of the Liberals it is 
refreshing to be in power. 

Her beige two-piece tai¬ 
lored suit, worn with a brown 
blouse and patterned scarf 
make her look cool and ele¬ 
gant even at the end of a 
long working day. She has 
made a lot of friends within 
the Tory party and outside it, 
and they are all delighted to 
sec her talents recognized. 
They have written and called 
to tell -her so. Some of her 
right wing colleagues don’t 
appreciate her left wing 
leanings,’^but she has com¬ 
pany in the cabinet.

"It was entirely different 
from any other conference I 
had attended as an observer. 
In Tokyo we were on our 
own. The seven leaders, the 
seven foreign ministers and 
the seven finance ministers. 
We were in a room, all 21 of 
us with only seven note- 
takers and no officials. 


That’s when the good solid 
briefings paid off,” she 
said. 

“I was very impressed 
with the way our prime min¬ 
ister performed. He knew 
when to make a contribution, 
when he could help out and 
when Interventions were not 
necessary,” she said. 

THE THREE delegations 
that appeared to form the 
closest associations with 
Canada were the United 
States, France and West 
Germany. She was particu¬ 
larly pleased about the rap¬ 
port with France that devel¬ 
oped. That was partly due to 
the fact the French dele¬ 
gates were seated next to 
Canada. Across the table 
was the West German 
group. 

She said that Clark and 
U.S. President Carter met 
informally and "hit it off 
immediately.” The presi¬ 
dent was pleased to accept 
the invitation to visit Ottawa 
this fall and she is convinced 
the two men will establish a 
good solid working relation¬ 
ship. 

The seven leaders left 
Tokyo with a new apprecia¬ 
tion of the seriousness of the 
energy situation and deter¬ 
mined to take action in their 
countries. 

Now Canada's first 
woman foreign secretary 
and the boss of external af¬ 
fairs, Miss MacDonald trav¬ 
elled to Ottawa 22 years ago 
from her native Maritimes, 
She was looking for a job that 
would provide her with lots 
of travel. She had worked in 
Britain, the United States 
and in Europe. 

SHE LIKED travelling 
and decided her best bet for 


a job that would provide her 
with travel was a post with 
external. Whe she got off the 
train in March 1957 she went 
to the Civil Service Commis¬ 
sion and put in an applica¬ 
tion. She was told she’d have 
to return and write examina¬ 
tions. She was staying at the 
YWCA. Nearby was the Con¬ 
servative headquarters. 

A life-long Conservative 
,Flora decided to drop in and 
say “hello.” She says with a 
grin “I wanted to tell them 
another Tory had come to 
town.” They offered her a 
job and there she remained 
for the next nine years be¬ 
coming executive director 
for the Progressive Conser¬ 
vative headquarters and ul¬ 
timately national secretary 
of the party. 

When the national leader 
John Diefenbaker encoun¬ 
tered difficulties within the 
party, Flora was in the hot 
spot. The two sides in the 
bitter fight that ensued fo¬ 
cussed on her. Pressures 
were being applied to force 
Diefenbaker out of the lead¬ 
ership. He suspected Flora 
MacDonald of being in¬ 
volved with his opponents 
and issued instructions that 
she be fired out of head of¬ 
fice. 

She holds no grudges. "I 
suppose in the job I held then 
it was bound to happen that 
I’d catch it from both sides.” 
She left in 1966 and the Tory 
party lost a valuable worker, 
but she was soon to return. 

SHE WAS offered a post 
with an advertising agency 
in Toronto. A television sta¬ 
tion in Ottawa sought her 
services and a position with 
the political science faculty 


at Queen’s Uhiversity beck¬ 
oned. 

She decided on the lat¬ 
ter because it offered a base 
on which she could build a 
political career. 

She is what is described as 
a “political animal.” She 
stayed at that post until 1972 
and later attended National 
Defence College specializing 
in Canadian and internation¬ 
al studies. 

She established her home 
in Kingston—it had been re¬ 
presented in parliament by 
Sir John A.—because it was 


closely linked with Canada’s 
political history. She quickly 
decided that it was not ade¬ 
quately represented by the 
then finance minister Edgar 
Benson and determined to 
seek election to the Com¬ 
mons. 

She was involved with 
community organizations 
and was playing an active 
role. Benson soon got the 
message, if he ran in 1972 
he'd be licked. He bowed out 
of politics and Flora Mac¬ 
Donald was first elected to 
the house in that year.

Tile fate of a natural gas 
line to Vancouver Island 
could depend on the outcome 
of a National Energy Board 
hearing to be held in Calgary 
Monday. (See also Page IS) 

And the two major parties 
involved In that hearing ap¬ 
pear to be at odds on what the 
NEB decision should be. 

At issue on Monday will be 
an application from West- 
coast Transmission to ex¬ 
port an extra 60 million cubic 
feet of natural gas a day 


from B.C. to the United 
States. 

The government through, 
Mines, Energy and Petro¬ 
leum Resources Minister 
James Hewitt, has already 
given its blessing to the ex- 
•jiort licence which would see 
El Paso Natural Gas of the 
U.S. paying between $75 mil¬ 
lion and $90 million a year 
into provincial coffers. 

Hydro has already pro¬ 
tested against the issuance 
of the export licence until 
natural gas reserves can be 
guaranteed in such quantity 


that the nejds of British Co¬ 
lumbians. particularly Van¬ 
couver Islanders, are as¬ 
sured. 

Two weeks ago when the 
Westcqast application was 
first heard in Ottawa the 
B.C. Petroleum Corporation, 
the crimp agency respon¬ 
sible for natural gas sales, 
announced that it could meet 
Westcoast requirements. 
And Hewitt, in Victoria, an¬ 
nounced the sale as a fait 
accompli. 

But at the hearing in Ot¬ 
tawa, Hydro appeared as an 


Intervener with what had the 
appearance of a series of 
hard demands that B.C. con¬ 
sumers be given solid guar¬ 
antees of supply before the 
export licence was ap 
proved. 


At (hat hearing Hydro 
stated categorically that the 
export licence should only be 
granted when there was a 
guaranteed surplus of natu¬ 
ral gas in B.C. At that time, 
Hydro said, the surplus 
could be exported without 
fear of deprivation to pres¬ 


ent and potential natural gas 
users In the province. 

It also warned that should 
the export licence be granted 
without the guarantee of 
supply for Vancouver Is¬ 
land. the option of a natural 
gas line to the Island “would 
be foreclosed.” 

With the government 
backing the export sales for 
the $75-$90 million revenue, 
and Hydro apparently trying 
to protect supplies for (he 
future, there were two days 
of confusion during and fol¬ 
lowing the Ottawa hearing 


while the two agencies got 
their act together. 

When that was accom¬ 
plished, Hewitt announced 
that in reality the govern¬ 
ment and Hydro were on the 
same track and that reports 
of differences between the 
two "were more perceived 
by the media than real." 

Thursday he still insisted 
that the lines of communica¬ 
tion between his staff and 
Hydro were excellent and 
that the crown corporation 
and the government were on 
the same track. 


Asked if Hydro would be 
appearing in Calgary as in¬ 
terveners, as they did in Ot¬ 
tawa, Hewitt said “Hydro 
will be there to express in 
some detail their concerns, 
and our concerns. We are 
both concerned with the 
same problem." 

Basically, he said, the gov¬ 
ernment finds itself able to 
suppurt the Westcoast appli¬ 
cation "if thesupplies of gas 
are there, and that is what 
Hydro is also saying." 

But as far back as June 6 
when Hydro filed its notice 


of intent to intervene in the 
Ottawa hearings the power 
corporation appeared to be 
establishing a hard line, with 
a natural gas pipeline to 
Vancouver Island the key to 
its arguments. 

After listing details of Its 
supply system on the Lower 
Mainland, the letter to the 
NEB noted that Hydro also 
served "some 5,000 gas cus¬ 
tomers in Victoria who cur¬ 
rently consume some 3,630.- 
000 therms of butane-air gas

Charity for children 
labelled crime front 


NEW YORK (UPI) — A 
charitable organization for 
the United Nation's "Inter¬

"big time international drug 
traffickers." It said Ells¬ 
worth once sponsored a lun 
cheon to benefit one of First 
Lady Rosalynn Carter's fa 
vorite charities in an effort 
to gain legitimacy for his 
organization. 

Others touched by Ells¬ 
worth's activities but ap¬ 
parently unaware of his past 
were Senator Edward Ken¬ 
nedy and actress Jane Rus¬ 
sell, the program said. 

Ellsworth and his organi¬ 
zation have vacated their 
Manhattan offices, walking 
out on unpaid bills estimated 
at $250,000, newsman Dave 
Marash said. 

Marash interviewed a man 
he identified as a former 
Ellsworth associate who 
claimed “International Chil¬ 
dren's Appeal" was a "front 


for taking money from other 
types of businesses, mostly 
illegal businesses, and wash¬ 
ing the money to make it 
clean.”

The demonstators, seeking more aid for the refu¬ 
gees. had marched to the White House after hearing 
a concert by singer Joan Baez at the Lincoln Memo¬ 
rial. 

"Your spirit of caring for other people is exactly 
what we need all over this nation." he said.

A decision by the B.C. Col¬ 
lege of Physicians and Sur¬ 
geons not to suspend the 
licence of an Alert Bay doc¬ 
tor found negligent by a 
coroner's jury in the Jan. 22 
death of an 11-year-old In¬ 
dian girl, has been branded 
an outrage by the Nimpkish 
Band council. 

The college’s executive 
committee found Dr. Jack 
Pickup is competent and de¬ 
monstrated not only a satis¬ 
factory background of 
knowledge but more than

adequate skills in diagnosis 
and management, college 
deputy registrar Dr Craig 
Arnold told the Colonist in an 
interview Thursday, 

The jury ruled last month 
lhat Renee Smith died of 
severe general peritonitis, 
ruptured appendix and acute 
gangrenous appendicitis due 
to failure on Pickup's part to 
apply adequate medical care 
and procedures 


"The college's decision is 
an outrage," said Nimpkish 
band spokesman Dara Cul- 
liane. 

“in light of evidence pre¬ 
sented by the band (to the 
college), as well as evidence 
presented at the inquest, the 
fact lhat the college finds 
Pickup competent means the 
college condones and ac¬ 
cepts a substandard level of
